Excessive competition has 
reduced profits to a minimum, but 
with the disappearance of the abun- 
dant supply of natural gas, and with 
it the attempts of gas towns to boom 
themselves by holding out great in- 
ducements to manufacturers to locate 
within their borders, the temptation 
to erect and operate new glass factories 
is removed. Therefore, unless some 
cheap fuel is discovered as a substitute 
for natural gas, the number of factories 
must diminish, and no new ones are 
likely to take their places. It is barely 
possible that this consideration is one 
of the causes retarding the work of 
organization at present. The larger 
and stronger manufacturers would not 
be disposed to assist the weaker by 
taking them into such a protective 
concern as that contemplated by the 
promoters of the American Wiudow 
Glass Company if there was a reason- 
able probability that the list of manu- 
facturers would soon be materially 
decreased by natural causes.

WORK IN THE PETROLEUM FIELUS 
DURING DECEMBER. 


As was expected the monthly report 
of development work in the petroleum 
fields during December shows a falling 
off in all departments, the report being 
the most bullish of the year. Although 
542 wells were drilling on the first of 
the month and 278 rigs in course of 
erection only 348 wells were completed 
during the month, which is a decrease 
of 172 as compared with November. 
These wells showed an aggregate pro- 
duction of 8,396 barrels, which is a de- 
crease of 3,900 barrels, the November 
wells having a production of 12.297 
barrels. The number of failures re- 
corded was sixty-four, being a de- 
crease of thirty. The average produc- 
tion of the December wells was a little 
over twenty-four barrels per well, 
which is cousiderably above the av- 
erage of the wells completed during 
the preceding ten months of the 
year, and is the highest average of the 
year with one exception, the Septem- 
ber wells having shown an average 
production of over twenty-eight bar- 
rels. The cause of this decrease may 
be attributed in great measure to the 
unfavorable weather which has pre- 
vailed in the producing regions during 
the latter half of the month. All the 
fields except Butler and Armstrong 
show a decrease in production, that of 
Bradford and Alleghany being over 
fifty per cent. The decrease in the 
Sonthwest district is nearly 3,000 bar- 
rels, but the result of operations in 
this field has been most satisfactory, 
the average production being larger 
and the percentage of failures smaller. 


The decrease in activity is more 
clearly shown by the amount of new 
work in progress and projected. At 
the close of the month the number of 
wells drilling was 445, which isa de- 
crease of ninety-seven. The number 
of new rigs in course of erection was 
245, being a decrease of thirty-three. 
This makes a total decrease in new 
work of 130 wells, each field showing @ 
decrease. While the unfavorable 
weather has doubtless contributed to 
cause this falling off in new work, it is 
principally due to the determination 
of the producers to curtail operations 
in the hope of thereby influencing the 
market price of oil, which, during No- 
vember, ruled so low that producers 
determined to use every meansin their 
power to bring about a change in their 
interest. The effect of this course 
has been shown in the tendencey of 
the market during the past two 
weeks, and should the producers con-

Sunday Petroleum Well Drilling. 


Judge Stowe recently handed down his de- 
cision in the hard-fought oil well cases. The 
cases were appealed from the decision of 
aldermen imposing fines on the owners of oil 
wells for operating their wells on Sunday. 
The informations were made by Capt. Wishart 
against Jennings & Patterson and Gillespie 
Bros. Judge Stuwe’s decision was in favor of 
the oil well operators and against Cupt. 
Wishart. A lengtby opinion on the question 
of necessity was handed duwn with the de- 
cision. In it he said: 

“ibe testimuuy taken upon the appeals in 
these cases shows indubitably that if the 
pumping of the several wells involved was en- 
tirely stopped on Sunday thy would not get 
buck to tbe amount of their previous Satur- 
day production till about Wednesday, thus 
materially reducing their weekly production 
trom at least one-fourth to one-sixth. As 
there is nutbing in the evidence from which I 
can find that the life or period of exist- 
ence munths or years of the well is extended 
by this stoppage of pumping the weil, but, on 
the contrary. the weight of the evidence shows 
very clearly, to my mind, that it actually 
shortens it very materially; the oii which is 
thus left in the ground, which by continuous 
pumping could have been gotten out, is a 
dead logs to the owners of the well, as much 
as if it had actually been burned up. 

“ The controlling question involved in all the 
cases is whether the work done by the ap- 
pellants in pumping their wells simpiv to the 
extent appearing reasonably necessary to keep 
down the fl »w of salt water, 80 that the Mon- 
day’s and subsequent pro‘luction forthe week 
may be kept up to its regular capacity, is 
under our Suaday statutea work of necessity. 

“It bas never been pretended that the term 
in the statute, ‘works of necessity,’ was in- 
tended to mean works of absolute nece sity, 
The act itself specifically provides for dressing 
vituals, lend of passengers, by ferrying of 
travelers over the water and the delivery of 
milk and other necessaries of tife. Jus ice 
Woodward declares that it is imp ssible to 
lay down any general rule as to what are 
works of necessity and charity, says: 

“If the works enumerated in the proviso of 
the statute be taken asa legisiat ve sample of 
works of necessity it might be said in generul 
that supplying the ordinary demands of our 
physical natures and relieving Crom situationg 
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of peril and exposure are necessary acts and 
incur no blame. The best we can do is to 
judge of cases as they arise and to treat them 
as within the prohibition or saving clauses 
according te the specific features which each

Providence Notes. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan. 3, 1891. 

I took a run down to Providence yesterday 
and found all the Little Rhodians wide awake 
in spite of the inclemency of the weather. 
So bad was the weather that not even the 
pleasure of meeting our ever genial friend 
William J.Rice,induced me to venture from the 
very center of Providence. Not tosay that Mr. 
Rice's place of business is “away out of town,” 
but it was too far on such a day as yesterday. 

I did, however, call upon Messrs. Snow & 
Earle at the Eagle Dye Works, and although I 
did not succeed in seeing Mr. Earle, I had a 
pleasant conversation with Mr. Snow. I 
broached the subject of rhea or ramie, of 
which Messrs. Snow & Earle are the most, in 
fact the only, successful manufacturers in 
this country. All readers of the Orn, Paint 
AND DRUG REPORTER will doubtless remem- 
ber the description of their magnificent ex- 
hibit at the late fair of the Massachusetts 
Charitable Mechanic Association, published in 
the issue of November 5th, 1840. As I have 
already stated, the people of Jamaica are very 
much interested in having the culture of 
ramie developed in their Island; and while 
there a few weeks ago, Mr. Robert Russell of 
Port Antonio, was greatly interested in hear- 
ing of the success achieved by the Eagle Dye 
Works, in the manufacture of ramie. Sub. 
sequently, while in Kingston, I brought up 
the same subject while conversing with Sir. 
Henry Arthur Blake, Governor of Jamaica, as 
as well ss with officials of the Jamaica Inter- 
national Exhibition which is to be opened on 
the 27th of the present month. Immediately 
on my return home, I addressed a letter to 
Messrs. Snow & Earle, strongly advising them 
to send an exibit of ramie, in the various 
stages of manufacture, to the Jamaica exhibi- 
tion; so I was pleased to hear Mr. Snow say 
yesterday that they thought very favorably 
of it, and had about made up their minds to 
doso. The Government is very anxious that 
they shall send an exhibit to Washington, 
which I believe they will also do. Messrs. 
Snow & Earle will be welcomed to Kingston, 
should they decide to send an exhibit, which 
I hope they will do. 

Trade in Providence during the year 1890 
was an improvement over the year 1&89, and 
business in paints and oils has been very satis- 
factory. The amount of bad accounts was 
never less, although collections were some- 
what slow. Linseed oil is lower now than last 
year, dealers selling at a loss in order to meet 
the competition of those who failed to control 
the seed crop. The volume of trade at the 
present time is is just about the same ag at the 
corresponding time a year ago, and no 
specially noteworthy features are noticed for 
the present year. 

In the line of drugs and dyestuffs there was 
no noticeable increase in the volume of busi- 
ness done during the year 1890, and the dye 
men are only able to report an average busi- 
ness year. While this is reported to be 
due to several causes, competition is the 
chief one no doubt, although the McKinley 
bill is ascribed as one cause. The increased 
facilities for distribution, together with the 
substitution of the cheaper coal tar colors for 
madder, cochineal, etc., have made large 
profits out of the question. The mar- 
gins have been brought to a mere commission 
or brokerage. The consumption of indigo has 
greatly decreased, especially in wool dye- 
houses where the artificial alizarine blues find 
favor on account of their being cheaper, 
easier to handle, and capable of producing 
practically as bright and permanent 
colors. The anticipation of the passage of the 
McKinley bil! is said to have caused a large in- 
crease in the importations of foreig.. goods 
during the months of August, September and 
October; and in some cases the quantities 
were too large to be handled profitably by the 
importers. During November and December, 
over-stock led to forced sales at small profits, 
and in some cases compelled sacrifice. This, 


barges for carrying to the port of Providence 
has caused the shipping business to suffer, 
which has the natural effect of diminishing 
the demaud for such articles as pitch, tar and 
copper paint.

A WORK OF NECESSITY. 
Continuing, Judge Stowe quoted extracta 
from a number of decisions bearing on the 
question of works of necessity on Sunday. He 
then said: 

“Looking at the case in hand in the light of 
the principles announced in these decisions 
of the highest judicial authority, and 
which we think well founded in legal 
principle, the plain question presents it- 
self, whether the circumstances under 
which the several defendants operated their 
wells upon the several Sundays set out in 
the record, by pumping them for the purpose 
of preventing their being injured by the ac- 
cumulation of salt water, which would have 
taken place on the said Sundays, are such as 
may be said to bring them within the excep- 
tion of the statute. 

“The evidence satisfying me that the pump- 
ing to the extent necessary to protect the 
wells from the accumulation of salt water is 
required to protect the wells from permanent 
injury and the owners thereof from consider- 
able damage from irreparable loss of product, 
Tam clearly of opinion to the extent necessary 
to prevent that result the operation of these 
wells by pumping was necessary, and there- 
fore fell within the exception of the statute. 

“In none of these cases does it appear that 
unnecesary work was done by the defendants 
and therefore judgment must be entered for 
the defendant in each case. 

“The cases are all decided solely on the 
ground of necessity. Ido not care to decide 
whether a man may carry on his ordinary bus- 
iness on Sundays by automatic machinery or 
contrivances which may be made to operate 
for twenty-four hours, without the direct 
manipulation of human agency, during that 
time, without violating the law, until the 
question necessarily arises. I may edict, how- 
ever, that I am not now satisfied that such 
work would be lawful.”—Pittsburgh Gazette. 
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A Petroleum Company Reminiscence. 


The following interesting reminiscence of 
early oil days and mushroom oil companies is 
from the Titusville Herald: 

In 1855, A. H. Ludlow & Co., came into pos- 
sesion of a large amount of valuable timber 
lands in Pittsfield township. The same year 
they built a large saw mill in this place and 
the next yeur built a store building, a number 
of dwelling houses, etc., in and around the 
Place. Nathan Whitney and E. Robinson 
were the resident partners in the concern and 
they took a lively interest in building up the 
town. Mr. Robinson died in 1860 and Mr. 
Whitney soon after. The property, which 
was valued at $80,000, came into the hands of 
L. D. Wetmore & Co., who run the business 
until 1864, when James McGrew purchased tho 
whole property, with other lands here and in 
Brokenstraw and Deerfield townships, making 
some 12,(00 acres in all, which he put into a 
stock company called the Great National Oil 
and Lumber Company. They put the real 
value of the property at $1,000,000 and the 
Prospective value nt $12,000,000. Among the 
men who subscribed for stock were W. W. 
Baltard, of Elmira, N. Y., $300,000; Bateman 
Goe, of Pittsburg, Pa., $100,000; W. H. Ewing, 
Oil City, Pa., $70,000; Orange Noble, Erie, Pa., 
$26,000. Something over $1,000.000 of the stock 
wastaken. It was represented that a great 
mine of oily wealth was located near the 
Hosmer Oil company’s lands, valued at 
$500,000; the Garland Oil Company stocked at 
$500,000; the Central Basin Oil Company lands; 
the Great American Oil Company’s lands, 
stocked at $500,000;the Egbert oil property and 
the Cottec Oil Company, valued at $1,000,000. 

Asa matter of fact all the oil any of these 
companies had.was on paper. The Cotter farm 
was worth $10,000. It was bought for $40,000, 
and put on the Philadelphia market at $1,000,- 
000. The Great National Oil and Lumber Com- 
pany claimed to have 85,000,000 feet of pine 
ond 115,000,000 feet of hemlock on their hands, 
They rold a large quantity of timber to the 
Keystone Lumber Company, E. W. Ross and 
others. 

The Keystone company and Babcock com- 
pany took about 30,000,000 feet of pine and E 
W. Ross 40,000,000 feet. The property in some 
way came into the hands of the McGrew 
Bros., and they have been lumbering on it for 
a number of years, and are now cleaning up 
the balance of the timber of all kinds. There 
has been no permanent improvements made 
on any of this once valuable property since 
the Great National Oil and Lumber Company 
took possession of it. The McGrew Bros., of 
Pitteburg, are using the same old saw mill 
that was built thirty-five years ago, and ex- 
pect to make it last to finish up the balance 
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A Wealthy Petroleum Producer. 


Chief among the wealthiest oil producers in 
the country is Mr. T. N. Barnsdall, ‘‘Theod,” as 
he is caljled by all who know him, and his 
friends are legion throughout the whole length 
and breadth of the oil regions from Elk county, 
to Ohio and West Virginia. 

It was in either 1874 or °75 that Mr. Barnsdall 
made his first venture by investing a small 
amount of money, about all he had, in the 
“Continental well,” as it was called, located 
about one and one half miles south of this city 
on the Robinson farm. Encouraged by his 
success here, for the well proved a tolerably 
good one for those days, the subject of our 
sketch began to look around for other terri- 
tory, hoping that he might still further ad- 
vance his prospects. To follow ‘“ Theod” 
through his whole eventful history, from the 
time he started out until the present, would 
require far more space than we have at com- 
mand. He isa hustler, always on the go and 
always ready fora deal, providing he can see 
a dollar init, He is generous to a fault, and 
annually gives away thousands of dollars in 
various ways, mostly to those of his old 
friends who have not met with the same kind- 
ly smiles from dame fortune that he has. 

From an almost penniless beginning, he has 
climbed the golden rounds of the ladder of 
wealth until he has reached a very exalted 
altitude. Probably $2,000,000 would be an 
under estimate of the money he would to-day 
be possessed of if his various interests through- 
out the oleagenous regions were turned into 
cash, 

He recently disposed of one tract of land in 
Elk ccunty for which Warren parties paid 
him $450,000 in cold cash. At the present time 
he has a daily production in E!k county of 
over 1,000 barrels of oil. Down in West Vir- 
ginia he also has large holdings and a daily 
output of oil that will easily equal that of the 
above mentioned county. Several of the 
largest Wildwood wells are also owned by him, 
one of which is now doing between sixty and 
seventy barrels per hour. These lands are 
among his largest holdings, but he has 
hundreds of smaller interests, any of which 
would prove a small fortune to a man of 
ordinary means. 

Besides his oil interests Mr. Barnsdall is 
quite a pipe line man all by himself. He is 
now laying an oil line sixteen miles in length 
from his Elk county wells to Kene. He owns 
the natural gas plant that supplies Marietta, 
O., with fuel gas, and is president of the 
Bradford Natural Gas Company. 

So for as can be learned Mr. Barnsdall has 
achieved all his financial success through his 
own individual efforts. He is about 38 years 
of age and was born and reared in this city, 
being a son of ex-Mayor William Barnsdall.— 
Titusville Herald.

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Boston Notes. 


{Special correspondence Ort, PAINT AND 
DRvuG REPORTER.) 
Boston, Jan. 3, 1891. 

The old year closed quietly as far as business 
was concerned, and the new year comes in 
looking the trade in the face with a calm, 
serene countenance. The outlook for the 
year just beginning is universally believed to 
be good, and a better movement in all lines is 
looked for within the next ten or fifteen days. 
The extremely cold weather has interfered 
materially with trade, but, as a cold spell 
cannot last always, more moderate weather is 
expected to enliven trade. 

The position of linseed oil is still weak. The 
nominal quotations for round lots at the 
depot here are 5i@52c., and yet the fact is 
scarcely disguised that there have been sales 
at 50c.. It is not sure, at the moment of 
writing, that even 50c. is bottom, though it is 
expected that now, with the beginning of the 
new year, there will be a bette: trade, with 
possibly a firmer tone. 

Tnrpentine is in a steady position. 

White ‘ead is very dull indeed. The lead 
trust has not as yet announced any lower 
prices, though it is momentarily expected that 
such action will be taken. Still itis not rea 
sonable to expect that the entire deoline in 
Pig lead will be carried out in the corroded 
article. In the list of oils, besides linseed, 
there is nothing of interest to note. There is 
no special force in the market for cottonseed 
oil. 

Strange to relate, I have to note but one 
change in the trade at the beginning of this 
year. This is in the firm of Dexter Bros., 
wholesale dealers and jobbers in paints and 
oils a'd general painters’ supplies, No. 55 
Broad street. Mr. F. K. Dexter retires, after 
having been in the business exactly twentyfive 
years, and for nineteen years a member of the 
firm. Mr. Dexter began as a boy in the house 
then kept by his father and uncle, twenty-five 
years ago, the firm name then being the same 
as now, Dexter Bros. After this long period 
of active business, Mr. Dexter thinks he can 
afford—as indeed he can—to take a rest; and 
he will enter no other line of business, Mr. 
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Quicksilver Statistics. 


In the current issue of the Engineering and 
Mining Journal appears a very complete re- 
port from the pen of Mr. J. B. Randol the 
general manager of the New Almaden Quick- 
silver Company concerning the movements 
of quicksilver in 1890 as compared with many 
previous years. According to this eminent 
authority California is at present the only 
state that produces the metal in a commercial 
scale. In 1889 nine California mines produced 
26,464 flasks, and in 1890 ten mines produced 
28,100 flasks, a reduction of 3,360 flasks or 12°70 
per cent., and this notwithstanding consider- 
able increase in the market price of the pro- 
duct. 

“The great portentous fact” says Mr. Randol 
“that with higher prices for quicksilver the 
mines were unable to maintain their output, 
was supplemented by the still more impor- 
tant fact that at the close of 1890 all these mines 
are poor and unpromising toa degree before 
unknown in their history, and there is every 
reason to expecta further decline in output 
in 1891. Many new discoveries have been re- 
ported during the year. In California inves- 
tigation has failed to disclose that any of these 
are likely to prove of importance, in any event 
in the near future. Idaho and Arizona also 
claim to be iucluded among cinnabar owners, 
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but samples from the first named proved to 
be clay iron stone, without a semblance of 
cinnabar, although its native home was called 
‘Quicksilver Mountain.’ So far as ascer- 
tained, Arizona ore is too poor to work, until 
quicksilver shall reach double its price. It is 
not known that the Oregon miners sent any 
quicksilver to market; their ore is poor and 
limited in quantity. 


“In foreign countries it is reported that the 
Almaden Mine in S pain is to lessen its produc, 
tion; that the Huancavelica Mine Peru, has 
been leased to English promoters who failed 
to float the scheme on the London market. 
This long abandoned mine—not worked since 
1854—would require a large outlay to make it 
possible to profitably work its ore, which is 
reported to be abundant though of very low 
grade. In Mexico work is being done with 
fair results and prospects of success at some 
new quicksilver mines. They are, however, 
very low-grade ores. The latest discoveries 
are reported to be in Africa and in Austria; 
but despite all these so-called new mines, the 
- igaia of quicksilver will not improve in 
1891. 

“The tariff act of 1890 imposed a duty’on im- 
ported quicksilver of 10 cents ver pound in 
lieu of 10% ad valorem, and flasks in which 
quicksilver is imported are subject to the same 
duty as when imported empty. Both these 
changes are valuble to American producers; 
the ud valorem rate gave the highest duty 
where least needed,and it was a queer law that 
taxed the flask when imported empty-whether 
of foreign or American make—but admitted 
it free when filled with taxed foreign quick- 
silver.”

It has, furthermore, witnessed the resur- 
rection of the long-condemned “ Simpson- 
Parnell” process, which has burst into life a- 
the “Simpson-Parnell-Leith’ process, and 
which, after four years of failure, and a loss of 
£65,000, is at last looked upon asa complete 
success, and likely to have a considerable in- 
fluence on the trade generally, securing, as 
reported by the patentees, the manufacture 
of alkali on an economical basis, combined 
with the production of sulphuretted hydrogen 
of absolute purity, and entirely free of cost. 

Absorbing interest, however, has been de- 
voted to the formation of the United Alkali 
Company, limited, being, in reality, the con- 
summation of many and varied attempts to 
control production, reduce expenditure, and 
prevent undue competition in the Leblanc 
alkali trade. Conflicting interests have been 
merged into one common cause, and rival 
manufacturers have become fellow laborers 
in one gigantic and harmonious undertaking. 

The McKinley tariff bill, whilst highly prej- 
udicial to certain English industries. nas had 
no unfavorable effect on chemicals generally, 
forexcepting the doubtful position of one 
article, any changes made have tended to 
facilitate exports rather than the reverse. 

The struggle between capital and labor has 
been intensified during the last twelve months 
and this is a matter of serious consideration 
among all those engaged in the chemical 
trade, dependent as iu is, both for supply and 
demand, upon so many industries. During 
the yeur it has been diversely affected by: 
Strikes among laborers at the works, strikes 
in the coal trade, strikes on the part of car- 
riers and flatmen, strikes at the docks, strikes 
by firemen and sailors, strikes in the shipping 
trade generally, strikes threatened in the salt

diamidostilbendisulphonic acids. Ail these 
dyes are much employed; their colors are 
sufficiently iudicated by the commercial 
names. 

Among the azo-compounds may also be 
mentioned a new series of dyes, “the ingrain 
colors,” formed by the diazotization of the 
base “primuline” and its combination with 
phenols and amines. These colors are des- 
cribed as extremely fast to light, acids, and 
alkalies, and reconvertible into primuline by 
boiling fora few minutes with a solution of 
sodium hy4rosulphite (Na,SO,). The diazo- 
primuline itself is, on the other hand, very 
sensitive to light, and it has been recently 
suggested that chromatic photographs may 
be obtained by the development of exposed 
primuline plates with suitable phenols and 
amines. 

KETONE COMPOUNDS. 

This comparatively unimportant group 
contains the ketone imides and 0 sazones, de- 
rivatives of the simple ketones. The deriva- 
tives of benzophenone C,H,"CO’C,H, are col- 
orless; those of thiobenzophenone C,ff,’C8’- 
C,H, are colored, but not true dyes. By the 
introduction of the imido group (NH) into 
tetramethidiamidobenzophenone through the 
action of ammonia, auramine results. This 
is a basic pellow dye much employed in cot- 
ton dyeing and printing, and the only useful 
represent tive of the ketone imides. The 
osazones result from the condensation of 
phenyibydrazinesulphonic acid upon one 
molecule of dioxytartaric acid, which reacts 
as the diketonic acid COOH’CO'CO’COOH. 
Tartrazine therefore possesses the formula: 

COOH’C = N‘NH‘C,H,'80,H 


COOH’C = N’NH’'C,H,’S80;H 

This group concludes the list of the more 
important dyes containing normal or chain 
chromophores. The molecules of thosecon- 
taining ring chromophores are naturally of 
more complicated structure, and the limits of 
this paper do not allow of more than a gene- 
ral description of each group and a categor- 
ical enumeration of the principal members. 


TRIPHENYLMETHANE COMPOUNDS. 

The group contains a large number of dyes 
of great technical importance, known as the 
rosaniline and rosolic acid dyes. Through in- 
troduction of the auxochrome NH, or OH 
into the para-position of one of the phenyl 
groups of triphenyimethane CH(C,H;);, leucu- 
bodies result, from which two atoms of hy- 
drogen are removed by oxidation and a con- 
densation takes place between the auxo- 
chrome and the methane carbon atom. 

These latter compounds exist in the form of 
salts, but in the free stute add a molecule of 
water and form hydrates. The rosanilines 
are prepared commercially by other methods 
than by the direct substitution of trimethyl- 
methane; thus substituted benzophepones, as 
tetramethy!-diamidobenzopherone, 

(CH )gN’°C,H,'CO’C,H,’N(CHs)q, 

under the influence of debydrating agents, 
condense with tertiary bases, as dimethylani 
line, C,H,;"N(CHg)2. to highly substituted bod- 
ies as hexamethylrosaniline. The oxidation 
of primary, secondary and tertiary mona- 
mines, that have a methyl group attached 
to either a carbon or nitrogen atom, 
also yields rosanilines, and these dyes 
are further prepared from benzene derivatives 
not containing a methyl group by treatment 
with reagents like carbon tetracholride, oxalic 
acid or iodoform, that withdraw water from 
and adé carbon to the molecule. 

The tetramethyldiamidotripbenylmethane, 
whose salts occur in commerce under the 
names of malachite green, bitter almond oil 
by thecondensation of one molecule of 
green, Victoria green and other 
fantastic appellations, is prepared 
benzaldehyde with two molecules of dime- 
thylaniline and oxidation of the resulting 
triphenylmethane base with peroxide of lead. 
The salts of the corresponding ethy! derivative 
are known as brilliant green, those of the di- 
ethyldibenzy! derivative as acid green S..and a 
similar body containing a quinoline group as 
quinoline green, 

Tne hydrochloric acid salt of triamido- 
triphenylcarbinol constitutes the pararosani- 
line of commerce, and i#’prepared by heating 
two molecules of aniline and one molecule of 
paratoluidine with weak oxidizing agents, or 
by heating pure aniline with carbon tetra- 
chloride or iodoform. In its properties it re- 
sembles, and is often mixed with, ordinary 
rosaniline. 

Under the name of methy)] violet a mixed 
product occurs, obtained by the oxidation of 
dimethylaniline with copper salts. Jt generally 
consists of a mixture of tetra-, penta-, and 
hexa-methy]pararosaniline. Sulphonic acids 
ot benzylated methyl-violet are also employed 
as violet dyes for silk and wool under the 
name of acid violet. Methyl green, the chlor- 
methylate of hexametby]pararosaniline chlo- 
ride, is obtained by the action of methy! chlo- 
ride upon methyl violet, whereby the tetra- 
and penta-methyl derivatives are firet 
converted into hexamethylparasosaniline 
and the latter combines with a molecule of 
methyl! chloride. Its homologue, the etbyl 
green, is characterized by a yellow shade, and 
both dye silk and mordanted cotton fibers, as 
well as wool after impregnation with sulphur, 

Rosaniline, or fuchsine, is triamidopheny!- 
toluylearbinol, and therefor a higher homo- 
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logue of parerosaniline, It is obtained by 
oxidation, generally with arsenic acid or ni- 
trobenzene, of a molecular mixture of ortho- 
toluidine, para-toluidine and aniline. Com- 
mercial fuchsine obtained by the arsenic acid 
process generally contains traces of arsenic. 
The free base is colorless; the hydrochloride, 
the commercial salt, crystallizes in large oc- 
tahedrons of greenish glance. Both rosani- 
line and pararosaniline form colorless com- 
pounds with sulphurous acid, from which pe- 
culiar violet dyes are obtained by the action 
of aldehydes. This property allows the sul- 
phite compound to be used as a test for alde- 
hydes. Acid fuchsine, or fuchsine§S, is the 
sulphonic acid of rosaniline; iodine green, the 
iodine methylate of prntametbylrosaniline, 
resulting from the action of methyl iodide 
upon the parent substance. The yield of ros- 
aniline in its technical preparation is very 
bad, amounting to only about one-third of 
the calculated quantity. From the by-pro- 
ducts, mauve aniline, violet aniline, or indu- 
line, aud chrysotoluidine or chrysaniline have 
been separated. By treatment of rosaniline 
with excess of aniline at 180° C., in the pres 
ence of certain organic acids, pheny! groups 
enter the molecule, the amido group of the 
aniline escaping as ammonia, The highest 
substituted product obtained is triphenylros- 
aniline, aniline or spirit blue, the monosul- 
phonic acid of which is known as alkali biue, 
the disulphonic acid as water blue for silk, 
and a mixture of the tri- and tetrasulphonic 
acids as water blue for cotton. 


Among the rosaniline dyes may also be in- 
cluded the dipheny amine biue, obtained by 
heating dipheuylamine with oxalic acid to 
120° U., and aldehyde green, a sulphuretted 
product obtained by the treatment of a violet 
dye from rosaniline, aldehyde and concen- 
trated H,S0,, with hypusuiphite of soda. The 
definite cunstitution of ueither of these dyes 
has yet been determined. 

By the condensation of substituted naphthyl- 
amines with tetramethyidiamidobenzophe- 
none, bodies analogeus to pararosaniline and 
rosaniline are obtained containing a naphtha- 
lene group. Of these Victoria blue and night 
blue come into commerce as hydrochlorides, 
and are fine biue cotton dyes soluble in water. 

Corresponding to the rosanilines are the ro- 
solic acid dyes, which contain bydroxy! in- 
stead of amido groups as auxochromes, and 
are therefore all of ecid character. In the 
free state they are coluriess, but their salts 
dissolve in water with a bevutiful red color. 
They ure obtained by analogous mechods t. 
the rosenilines, phenols being substituted for 
amines. They ure not used as dyes proper, 
but fiud employment as lakes in the tapestry 
and paper industries. The most important 
are aurine or pararosolic acid, the anhydride 
of trioxytriphenyl-carbinol, and its homo- 
logue, rosolic acd. From aurine two pro- 
ducts, red coralline, or pseonine, and azuline, 
are obtained vy heating with ammonia anu 
aniline respectively, the bydroxyl of the 
parent substance being probably partially 
suvetituted by amido or anilido groups. 

A product obtained from pyrogallol, the 
eupithon or eupithonic acid,a hexumethyoxy- 
aurine, although of no technical value, is vf 
interest, as it has been proved to be identical 
with pitbical, re-ulting from the treatment of 
a@ certain fraction of beech wood tar with 
baryta ‘vater.

QUINONE-IMIDES. 

This group of dyes, which are derived from 
the still unknown imid¢s of the quinones, in- 
cludes the indamines and indupheuols. If the 
one or both oxygen atoms of pauraquinone be 
replaced by imido groups, quinone-imide or 
quinone-diimide results, These bodies are 
not known in the free state, but both the 
monochlorimi‘e and the dichlordimide have 
been isolated. The indamine resulting from 
the oxidation of a mixture of paruphenylene- 
diamine and aniline is supposed to be formed 
by the theoretical quinone-diimide, resulting 
from the oxidation of the diamine, attuching 
itself tu the benzene nucleus wf the aniline 
upon further oxidation. 

The constitution of the simplest indamine, 
phenylene biue is ty preal of the whole class. 
The tetramethy! derivative constitutes Rind- 
schedler’s green, whilst toluylene biue is an 
amido-indimine containing & toluidine group. 

The simpiest indiphenol is obtained in 
an analog us manner from paraphenyiene- 
diamine and phenol, and therefore possess the 
formula— 

HN = C,H, =N -C,H,’OH. 
Though every stable towards light and soap 
they have as yet been little employed. 

By the introduction of a sulphur atom into 
either the indamine or indophenol molecule, 
however, a valuable dye results. Thesulphur 
atom joins two benzene nuclei, and the thio- 
indamines therefore stand in the same relation 
to thi diphenylamine as the indamines to 
diphenylamine, 

Lauth’sche violet corresponds to phenylene 
blue, and is obtained by the ox‘dation of para- 
phenylenediamine in sulphuretted hydrogen 
solution (Lauth’sche reaction). Methylene 
blue, the tetramethyl! derivative, is, besides 
Victoria blue, the only biue basic dye, and 
therefore used largely for calico printing. 

Methylene red, which contains four atoms

with methylene blue if great excess of H,S is 
present during the oxidation of dimethy!para- 
phenylenediamine, Methylene green isa nitro 
derivative of methylene biue. 

Thionolin is the corresponding thioindo- 
phenol to the Lauth’sche violet, from which it 
can be obtained by treatment with alkalies 
The dimethyl derivative is known as methy- 
lene violet. 

The oxyindamines and oxyindophenols ob- 
tained hy the oxidation of mixed phenols and 
paradiamines in the warm, contain an oxygen 
atom in place of the su/phur atom of the thio 
compounds, Napthol blue, or fast blue, a 
dimethyloxyindamine containing a naptha- 
lene nucleus, dyes cotton a dull indigo-like 
violet blue. Gallocyanin, from nitrosodi- 
methylaniine and gallic acid, ana prune, its 
methyl ester, are both largely used for calico 
printing. 

Liebermann's phenol dyes, derived from re- 
sorcinol, thymol and orcinol, are of analogous 
constitution, and also contain a diazo group 
in the molecule. 

The formation of the so-called aniline black, 
an oxidation product of aniline, from para- 
phenylenediamine and diphenylamine, sug- 
gests that this important dye is a phenylated 
indamine. In distinction from other dyes it 
is not prepared in the dye factory, buta 
starch paste mixed with aniline bydrochl:- 
ride, chlorate of pota-sium and copper sul- 
phide is printed directly upon the cotton fab 
rics, Itisone of the most stable dyes, being 
almost unaffected by soap, light or air, and 
even enduring a weak chlorine treatment. 


INDULLNE AND NIGROSINE COMPOUNDS. 


These todies are obtain: d by the action of 
certain azo und nitro b dies upon eromatic 
amines, and are blue grey or black blue dyes 
of somewhat uncertain constitution, The in- 
dulines are obtained by heating a mixture of 
amidoazobenzene, aniline and aniline bydro- 
chloride to different temperatures, the nigro 
eines from a mixture of nitrobenzene, aniline, 
hydrochloric acid and iron filings. Indulines 
acd nigrosines, in the form of hydrocbloriues, 
are soluble in spirit; in the form of «alkali 
salts of their sulphonic acids they are soluble 
in water. The bodies solu ie in spirit are em- 
ployed to color lacs and varnishes; those solu- 
ble in water as substitutes for indigo carmine 
in the wool and silk industry. 

In the remuiniug dyes of snown constitu 
tion chromophores occupy an ortho position, 
and are class fied ito five important groups. 


PHTHALEINES, 

This group corresponds to the rosanilines 
aud rosolic acids of the parachromuphore 
division. ‘The phthaeines are all by- 
droxyl derivatives from phtalophenone, the 
lactone of triphenylcarbinol carboxylic avid 
They result f:om the action of phenols upon 
phthalic anhydride, and with the exception of 
rhodamine, belopg tc the acid dyes. True 
dyes are only produced by phenols that cuon- 
tain two hydroxy! groups in the meta position, 
as resorcinol and pyrogailo}, 

Phenoilphthaleine, dioxyphtalophenone, 
frum phenol and phthalic anbydride, is a 
colorless body, dissolving witha red colour 
in alkalies, from which it may be reprecipi- 
tated by acids in a eolourless condition. Hence 
ite application in titration, 

Fiuvresceine is the lactone of the resercin- 
phthaleine and the most important stem sub- 
stance of the group. It bas acquired its name 
from the green fluorescence of its alkaline so- 
lutions. Evsine is a tetrabrom-derivative, 
producing beautiful red shades in wool and 
silk, although the beauty of the tints are per- 
haps exceedcd by those of its mono-metby! 
and ethyl esters, which have a bluish tone. 
Tnese are used in silk dyeing under the names 
of spirit eosin and primrose a l’alcohol. The 
iodine derivatives, under the general term 
erythrosines, are used in the cotton and paper 
industries. The sodium salt of dinitrodibrom- 
tluoresceine occurs as eosin scurlet, emperor 
red, safrosine and lutelienne, and gives fine 
scarlet tones.when mixed with yeliow dyes, 
The mixed bromioe and chlorine derivatives 
of fluoresceine are known as pbloxine, and 
their ethyl esters as cyanosine ; a mixed iodine 
and chlorine derivative is the colouring 
material of Bengal rose. 

Rhodamine is the general appellation for 
phthaleines of meta-amidophenol and its deri- 
vates. The grey violet, gallein, and dark 
green, coenilein, dyes are anbydrides of phtha- 
leines of pyrogallol. 

INDIGO COMPOUNDS. 

The members of this group are derivatives 
of indole, the pyrrole of the aromatic series, 
Indole was first obtained by the reduction of 
indigo blue, and also by the pancreatic de 
composition of albuminoids, and by the fu- 
gion of the latter with caustic potash, Its de- 
rivatives are obtained by the general reaction 
of heating the compounds of the hydrazines 
with ketones with zinc chloride, whereby a 
molecule of ammonia is split off. The most 
important products are isatine, an oxidation 
product of indigo blue, and the lucton+cf 
orthvuamidophenyligiyoxslic acid, which con- 
denses with thiophene to a b ue dye, indo- 
phenine. Indigo blue occurs in the furm of a 
glucoside, indican, in _ different plants. 
Tbrough the fermentation of the glucoside 
the separated indigu biue is reduced to its 
soluble leuco body, the indigo white, which is 
reoxidized in the air. The raw product, in- 
digo, contains from 20 to 90 per cent, of in- 
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digo blue and variable quantities of indigo J alizarine in dyeing and cotton printing is due 


red, indigo brown and indigo yellow. The di 
sulphonic acid of indigo blue is largely used in 
wool dyeing under the name of indigo car- 
mine. The principal application of indigo 
blue as a dye is, however, based upon its con- 
version into the alkali soluble indigo white. 
Various syntheses of indigo blue or indigo- 
tine have been effected, notably those by 
Bueyer in 1880, from o-nitrocinnamic acid. In 
1882 the method of dissolving orthonitro- 
benzaldehyde in acetone or aldebyide 
and adding excess of soda lye, whereby a 
large quantity of indigo blue serarated upon 
standing, wasintroduced. 1n another method 
orthoamidoacctophenone is employed as pri- 
mary material, while last month a patent was 
issued for the preparation of indiyotine from 
phenylglycoco: by fusion with causti* alka- 
lies and oxidation of the resulting product. 
From its synthetic preparation indigotine 
may be considered to be indogenide of pseu- 
doisatine,of which the synthetic indirubine and 
indigo purpurine are isomerides. In any case 
there is no doubt that the dyeing properties 
of indigotine are due to the chromophore, 
which fomrs a ring with the benzene nucleus. 


OXYQUINONES AND QUINONEOXIMES. 

As already often observed, the quinones are 
excellent chromogenes, apd easily co verti- 
ble into dyvs by the entrance of auxochromes 
into the molecule, Since the influe::ce of cer- 
tain elements and radicles upon the color and 
dyeing properties of a componnd have been 
more accurately determined in this eroup, it 
is advisable to ep'tomize such knowledge a' 
this point, The presence of alkyl residues in 
the quipone molecule produces no perceptible 
effect, but the influence of the halogens in- 
creases with increasing atomic weight. The 
mono, di, tri, and tetra chlorine quinones are 
~imilar to each other; bromine causes a slight 
increase of color towards orange, as seen ip 
the brom-thymuquinones. Iodine ovcasions a 
distinct reddening, so that ail the iodine qui 
nones are of a yellowish grenat-red color. 
Alkoxy! groups also cause a distinct advance 
towards red, and the acetamido group a 
slight change in the same direction. De- 
rivatives of the quinones that con- 
tain only nitro, sulpho, ca: boxyl, cyan, or 
other strongly negative radiclesin the mole- 
cule, have not yet been prepared, and are 
probably not capable of existence, but the 
introduction of these groups into oxyquinone 
molecules indicates a distinct te dency to 
change the color from red to yellow. The in- 
fluence of the hydroxyl group varies accord- 
ing to whether it actsalone or in combination 
with other groups. Alone the OH group oc- 
casions 4a More or less distinct alteration of 
color tored and even violet. A single OH 
wroup slightiy deepens the yellow; two have 
much greater influence, and by the accumu- 
lation of such grv-uvsin the molecule a black 
violet may be obtained, be formation of «sn 
ether by the OH group effects the color ot 
the compoumd but littie but the for- 
mation of an ester occ sions a decid: d 
fall froin red to yellow. A great change from 
yellow to dark red, and even to blue and vio- 
let, is brought ab veut by the substitution of 
the bydrogen of the hydrox! group with pos- 
tive metais. Thus the yellow red alizarin 
gives curmine red aud bive salts. The iv- 
tluence of the amido groupaiso varies under 
different conditions. The free group occa- 
sious a very strong change from yellow to 
red, brown, violet or blue; little is effected by 
the subs*%itution of the amidu hydrogen atoms 
by alkyi residues, but a distinct fall from rev 
to yellow occurs upon the introduction of 
avety! radicles in this position, 

From these facts the following general rule 
has be n recently acduced by Dr. Kehrmann. 
“If the atomic cumplex united with the quin- 
one group has, as a whole, a positive chur- 
acter, the color is altered from the yellow of 

he original body. to red and viviet; if this 
complex is négutive in character, change of 
color in the opposite direction occurs ” 

After this dyression, I must return 
to the special consideration of this 
group of oxyquinones, which all contain 
at least one hydroxyl graup; and the 
quinoneoximes, in which either one or both 
oxygen atoms of the quinone group are re- 
piaced by the isonitrosu (= NOH) group. The 
members of both sections are mordant dyes. 
The most importent class are the anthraqui- 
none or alizarine dyes, which are derivatives 
containing two bydroxyi groups in the ortho 
and meta positicn respectively to a carbony! 
group ot anthraquinone, 

Alizariue, or dioxyanthraquinone, itself oc- 
cursin the form of a glucoside, the rubery- 
thrinic acid, in the roots of the madder (rubia 
tinctoria) and other plants. Through fermen- 
tation or the action ©f acids this glucoside is 
split up into alizarine and glucose, For the 
last fifteen years, however, a syuthetical pre- 
paration bas usurped the natural dye in com- 
merce. It wis first prepared vy Graeoe and 
Liebermann in 1868 from dibromanthraqui- 
none and caustic potash, but anthruquinone 
suipbonic acid is now generally employed, 
The antbraquinone is obtained by oxidation 
of antbrac ne with bichromate of potassium 
and dilute sulpburic acid, and then converted 
into the mon suiphonic acid by fuming sul- 
Phuric acid at a low temperature. Upon 
melting ‘his uuder pressure with caustic 
potush, a substitution of the sulpho group by 
one bydroxyl, and a direct oxidation to the 
seeond bydroxy! occurs. The application of

The Ceylon Cinnamon-Ring. 


Last year the great majority of the Ceylon 
cinnamon-growers entered into an agreement 
not to prepare any cinnamon chips, with the 
object of forcing European distillers and 
otber consumers to buy the bark itself, and 
thus to create an improved market for the 
satter. But the agreement has practically 
become a dead letter, and Mr, Jardine, one of 
its principal promoters, now writes to the 
Ceylon Observer that he intenas cailing a 
meeting of the parties to the agreement in 
order to clear up the situation. Mr. Jardine 
thinks that the high price which has ruled for 
chips this year Las prevented the cinnamon 

il distillers (whose raw material the ciips 
are) from distilling essential oil, and has 
therefore compelled them to export the chips, 
But, according to the Ceylon Observer, that 
view is not corroborated by the Customs ac- 
counts of the island, which show that of cin- 
Nemon oil the export .n 1839 was 28,645 oz; in 
+89 it equalled 22,004 oz., and fur ten months 
of 1890 it is no less than 67,8250z. On the 
other band the exports of cinnamon leaf oil 
show a large reduction,52,774 oz, in ten months 
of 1299 against 75,000 oz, in 188%, and 335,000 oz.

Russian Peppermint vil. 


Oil of peppermint is distilled from the fresh 
plant grown by M. Medwedjeff, a planter in 
the Kasan government of Russia, and a sam- 
ple of it has been shemically examined by 
Hugo Andres, according to the Phar. Zeit. fur 
Russ. The oil is of a greenish-yellow color, 
aud was found to have a sp cific gravity of 
0015 at 15° ©., and its sp. rot. was ap —17° 3. 
Fractionated, the oil yielded, at 173° to 175° 
C., a distillate, which was fuund to bea ter- 
pene, C,oH,.6,8P. gr. U'857l at 20° C.; sp. rot. 
ap —41°19, und the preparation and examina- 
tion of i stetrabromide and dibydrochloride 
shoved it to be identical with the limonene of 
Wallach. The fraction distilling at 16u° to 
165° C. was found to be a mixture of this ter- 
pene and menthene, (,)H,,. The fractions 
distilling above 208° were resolved into men- 
thon and menthol, the latter distilling at 211° 
aud menthon at £06° to 208°, Menthon ap- 
pears to be the body mentioned by Moriga in 
183Las having the .omposition C,,H,,), and 
the author proved its identity by cuuverting 
itiato menthoxim, and isolating the pure

The Chemistry of Soaps. 


The London soap makers seemed agog ata 
paper with this title, read by Dr. George 
Brown, editor of the Hospital Gazette, before 
the Balloon Society on Friday evening, Decem- 
berl2th. Some soaps contain only one-sixth 
part soap, said the doctor; many are nearly 
balf water; transparent ones contain a Jot of 
sugar (10to 30 per cent.), as well ag resin. 
Yellowand primrose varieties are also made 
with resin instead of fat, as it is cheap, end 
makes them bard and cohesive, bright, ynd 
lather freely. Brown Windsor has been made 
of factory fluor scrapings, and is very alkae 
line, like most mottled, Castile and curd 
soaps. Some soaps are causti« with alkalies 
aud heavily scented to disuuise the bad odor 
of the impure fats, As sources of fats used, 
tuberculous animals, vead horses, cats and 
dogs, sewer scum, and fish oils were «numere 
ated, The expression, “Making butter from 
Thames mud,” owed its origin to the recovere 
ing of fats from sewer scum, and usig them 
in soap manufacture. The phrase, *Mak ng 
water stand upright,” referred to the com- 
mon custom of “heavily watering” soaps. As 
a 8pecimen of soap of the highest ciass. Vino- 
lia soap was cited as embodying the modern 
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advances of milling, superfatting, &c. Wat- 
ered, silicuted, resin, or sugared soap should 
no more be sold as the pure article than 
watered milk, sugar and sand, coffee and chic- 
ory, adulterated tea, medicine, &c. At pres- 
ent, neither high price nor extensive adver- 
tising is a criterion of the value of a soap. 
After the paper there followed a discussion 
jasting for an hour and a halt, one gentleman 
lauding one soap, and another ancther. The 
paper was admitted to be an able one, but 
when a motion was made favoring legislation 
to regulate the manufacture and sale of soap, 
thus preventing adulteration, it encountered 
uncompromising opposition atmaong the soap 
makers; indeed, so determined were they, 
that the motion was carried by a majority of

Quicksilver in British India, 

Up tothe present time mercury does not 
seem to have been discovered in any large 
quantities in British India, says the Chemist 
and Druggist, though the persistent rumor 
that asserts its plentiful presence in the An- 
daman Islands can hardly be without some 
basis. The probable explanation may be ina 
discovery of cinnabar in the Little Andaman, 
which has, as yet, never been searched, as its 
rocks, of the early tertiary period, are inter- 
spered with volcanic “faults” closely similar 
to those of the great mercury-beds of Califor- 
nia. The author of “Hamilton’s East Indies” 
saw in 1694 a man who had brought much 
mercury from the Little Andaman (of which 
he was a native, stolen in his youth and par- 
tially civilized) to the Nicobare. It has been 
discovered in Cannanore in spots of pure 
metal in a bed of laterite, but never seems to 
bave been much developed. Pure mercury is 
brought from Afghanistan, said to be ob- 
tuined from Pir Kisree, some 250 miles beyond 
Candahar. The trade, however, has never 
reached any considerable size. 





Cinchona Planting in Java. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the 
the shareholders in the West Java Cinchona 
Cumpaay was held in Amsterdam recently 
according to an English contemporary, when 
the managing director, Mr. M. J. Boissevain, 
submitted certain proposals which seem to 
indicate that the undertaking is hardly so 
prosperous as its proprietors could desire. It 
was proposed that of the four plantations 
belonging to the compans, viz, Tjiseureuh, 
Bajabang, Pangairan and Tjidoerian- the two 
former shall be entirely uprosted. The pro- 
ceeds of the bark thus obtained are to be used 
to reduce the share capital of the company. 
It is estimated that the capital will by this 
method be reduced by about 30 per cent., aid 
itishoped that the two remaining planta- 
tions will yield a sufficient protit to admit the 
payment ofa fair dividend on the reduced 
capital. The proposal, which was the result 
of an investigation of the company’s planta- 


tions by an expert was unanimously agreed 
to.

Propagation of Drugs in India. 
Mr. M. A. Lawson, the director of the Indian 
cinchona plantations, in his report for 1889-90 
on the Government gardens and parks under 
his supervision, gives some interesting partic- 
ulars on the propagation of economic plants 
io India. Among the drugs cultiyated at 
Ootacamund, jalap and rhubarb are flourish- 
ing best. In February of last year 230 lbs. of 
dried jalap tubers were obtained from plants 
laid down three seasons ago. This was the 
first crop harvested since the recommence- 
ment of jalap cultivation by order of the 
Indian Government in 1836. Next February 
another crop is expected, and that will proba- 
bly yield 1,000 lbs. of dried jalap. “Medicinal 
rhubarb” plants, of which the stock has been 
considerably increased, flourish luxuriantly 
inthe Government gardens. The report on 
ipecacuapha cultivation is not so satisfactory, 
and the growers to whom young plants were 
distributed from the Government gardens 
have not done well with them. But Mr. Law- 
son observes that this drug is one of very sluw 
growth, and that it would be wrong to con- 
clude that the attempt at cultivation is a fail- 
ure becuuse plants eix hteen months old were 
Only about 6to7 inches high. Pepper plants 
we rend, are easily propagated, and the sup- 
ply could be readily increased if any demand 
for the plant should arise. Considering the 
collapse of the pepper markets in Europe, 
‘owever, it would seem hardly advisable for 
Indian planters to increase the supply of 
that spice at the present moment. Of two 
plants of Jamaica sarsaparilla received from 
Kew only one survived the journey, and is 
doing well.

The low prices on linseed oil as to whose ex- 


istence rumors were current a week ago 
whether or not they existed then, are to-day 
undisputedly present, the market exhibiting 
a decline to 48c. The honor of inaugurating 
the depreciation of values is not claimed by 
either of the contending factions, but the 
general trend of opinion ascribes it to the in- 
dependents. The combination, however, has 
contrived to keep up with the tail end of the 


procession and the lowest quotation authenti 


cated as having been made by either party has 


been promptly met by the other. There is 
more or less gossip, as usual, relative to the 


solicitation of bids, but the latter policy, ona 


falling market,and at a time when the in- 
quiry is practically nil, may be regarded as an 
innocent recreation rather than as a practical 
bvsiness step. If it had been designed as an 
advertising scheme it could scarcely have 
been better timed. Buyers of round iots are 
few and far between, and it by no means fol- 
lows that because every large purchaser is in 
a state of uncertainty as to what figure may 
ultimately prove to be the bottom of the 
market, they are likely one and all, to come 
forward eagerly clamoring for oil at even 
present prices. 

It is not easy for an outsider to see how 
somebody or other can do business at the nomi- 
nei quotations with which the week closes 
without sustaining a loss. While there seems 
to be a disposition on the paftt of some crush- 
ers to ignore the relations between the prices 
of seed and oil, it is not easy to see how any 
man of common sense can successfully set at 
naught that fundamental principle of politi- 
cal economy which says that crude material 
and the manufactured product must ulti- 
mately rise or fall together. Two or three 
facts may be set down as established. The de- 
cline in prices was first started by independ- 
ent mills, but the combination has shown it- 
self ready to meet every cut. That each future 
drop will be likewise met, there seems to be 
no reason to doubt. The outcome must be 
either a change of front on one side or the 
other, or both contestants, or the reducing of 
Chicago to its former position of an open 
market, in which every tub will stand on its 
own bottom until the bottom springs aleak. 


As has been intimated, business is exceed- 
ingly quiet, not to say flat. It wil) not, how- 
ever, be many weeks before manufacturers 
will find themselves forced to replenish stock, 
und then the situation in the west will become 
as full of interest as the proverbial “egg” is 
of “meat.” 

Cake is scarce. There is more or less inquiry 
notably from the Continent, and probably if 
small lots were easily procurabie, about $19.50 
net in Chicago, might be realized. Indeed, I 
heard it said yesterday that a stock at the sea- 
board might be shipped at yet more remu- 
nerative figures. The tact remains, however, 
that exportations from this port are chiefly, 
if not altogether, on account of preexisting 
contracts. The chief business done here at 
present is in the sale of meal for domescic con- 
sumption, which is still reported as going on 
apace. Prices throughout the west vary at 
different points, but local brokers like to quote 
the market at $22.00.

So far as can be learned, the course of the 
speculative market, with amount of reported 
sales has been as follows: 

Of December, 1 car at $113; of January, 
21,000 bushels at $1 13@116; of February, 3,000 
bushels at $1 16; of May, 39,000 bushels at $1 23 
@126. One of the most pronounced features 
of the week’s market has been the disposition 
toexchange cash seed and January for de- 
ferred deliveries. In fact, the volume of 
business done in this way has been rather sur- 
prising. To illustrate: On Monday, 5,600 bush- 
els January were changed to February at 3c 
premium; 21,000 bushels of the same delivery 
has changed to May at 10@10c. On Tuesday, 
7 cars of cash were changed to May, at 10c pre- 
mium; 5,000 busheis of January were changed 
to February, at 3c premium; 5,000 bushels of 
January to March, at 6c difference; 15,000 
bushels January to May, at 104@l10c differ- 
ence. On Friday, 5 cars of cash were changed 
to 5,000 bushels of May, at 1Uc preioium; 1u,000 
bushels January to May, at 10c difference. 

The week has been characterized by an ad 
vance of about 3@3c for cash seed, witha 
corresponding appreciation in thé speculative 
market, the causes are not difficult to find. 
There seem to be a new element introduced 
into the seed market; just what it is does not 
appear, but its influence is plainly felt. The 
developments of next week will be watched 
with keen interest.

OLEO OIL. 


The loca] market is as flat and uninteresting 
as ever. 

Local melters are still free exporters, not- 
withstanding the fact that advices from Hol- 
land are far from being reassuring. The cus- 
tomary holiday duliness has interposed its 
veto on siles, except those which have been 
made with more or less view to the necessity 
of realizing, the result being an apparent de- 
cline in the price of finer grades, which may 
or may not, ultimately, prove to be nominal. 
The inquiry for futures has abruptly termi- 
nated tor the reason—among other consider- 
ations—that it is altogether within the range 
of possibilities that even extra brands of oleo 
may reach Holland in a frozen condition, 
which would necessitate their being put upon 
the market at a decline from current quota 
tions of at least 144c per pound. 

Prices for fancy brands are reported by 
cablegram, to have fallen to 52 fi., and itis 
even said that a fine grade of oil has been sold 
at Rotterdam on private terms, the price be- 
ing reported and believed not to have ex- 
ceeded 47 fi.

PAINTS. 


The paint market continues dull, but it is 
no more quiet than it might naturally be ex- 
pected to be at the beginning of the calendar 
year. The traveling men have already started, 
but at too recent a date to permit of th 
transmission of reports. Notwithstanding 
this, the local jobbers look forward to a satis- 
factory year for !891. Various causes have 
combined to bring about this expectation. 

White lead remains, of course, uuchanged, 
and its future course affords conjecture to 
grinders and jobbers. Local corroders profess 
ignorance as to the rates to be asked next 
year, probably awaiting advices from head- 
quarters. The Chicago trade generally favors 
lower prices, believing that a reduction is 
fully justified by a decline in the cost of the 
output. 

As regards dry colors, no change can be re-

If one wished to synopti7e the paint market 
for the past year and to anticipate the future, 
one would say that busiuess has been nnex- 
pectedly good inthe past, from which. asa 
point of leverage,good hope may be cherished 
for the future. 

WINDOW GLASS. 

The telegraph wires have already made 
readers of the REPORTER all over the country 
acquainted with the fact that the organiza- 
tion of the American Window Glass Company, 
with a capital stock of $600,000, is an accom 
plished fact. That the main offices of the 
company will be located at Pittsburg is also 
known. The daily press insists upon calling 
the combination a trust, at once ignoring the 
difference between a trust and a pool and ex- 
hibiting its own ignorance of the fact that 
the formation of a trust in window glass is 
practically impossible. 

Since the completion of the organization 
various bits uf interesting inside history have 
come to light. That the formation of some 
sort of an association was culled for by the 





exigencies of the situation is generally con- 
ceded. Manufacturers generally are iu a worse 
condition, financially, than before the boom 
of 1879. The thirty per cent. that year ex- 
acted by the workers still clings to them, and 
obstinately refuses to be shaken off. Wages, 
like Banquo’s ghost, wlll not “down.” Syndi- 
cates of real estate speculators have backcd 
smail concerns erected on borrowed cap- 
ital, whose pecuniary needs have forced them 
to dump glass in this market at prices which 
tended materially to disturb valucs. Some- 
thing had to be done; and the new corpora- 
tion is the resuit of the best thought cf some 
of the largest manufacturers as well as some of 
the brightost minds in the trade. Its avowed 
objects are the improvement of the quality of 
the output, the reductiou of the cost and uni- 
formity in the scale of prices. That its for- 
mation will tend to impart stability to the 
market no one pretends to doubt. 

And yet, there are not wanting those who 
predict that, for the present at least, the path 
of the recently formed company will not be 
over a bed of roses. To make success certain, 
the hearty cooperation of jobbers is desirable, 
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if not positively essential. Will this coopera- 
tion be forthcoming? That remains to be 
seen. There is a divergence between the 
views of the company and those of the middle- 
men. The question at issue involves a matter 
of concession on the one hand and support on 
the other. That absolute harmony has not 
yet been reached, is shown by the fact that 
one of the largest jobbers in the West—whose 
headquarters are within a hundred miles of 
Chicago—has contracted to handle the ouput 
of factories running 56 pots, These pots are 
still ‘outside the fold.”” The concern which 
practically controls them has offered—so it is 
said, on good authority—to put them in the 
pool, provided the jobbers’ demands are com- 
plied with. The obstinacy with which these 
demands were urged probably had more to do 
with the formation of the pool than some of 
its members would be willing to admit. The 
influence of such an attiude was far-reaching. 
Other Western manufacturers hesitated about 
entering the combination until this stumb- 
ling-block was removed, and in consequence 


| there are reported to be some 200 Western 


pots which the American company does not 








yet control. This is a decided minority, of 
course, yet it controls enough glass to forma 
standing menace. 

Local jobbers report a favorable year for 
1890, with the falling off in consumptive in- 
quiry incident to the season. Stocks, in both 
the first and second hands, are pretty well re- 
duced, a fact which may pérhaps, be partially 
attributed to the falling off in the supply of 
natural gas at various centers of production, 
Nevertheless, the local trade is looking for- 
w rd to 1891 as likely to prove one of the most 
prosperous yearsin the history of the Western 
jobbing tradé. 

DRUGS. 

The volume of sales, not only during De- 
cember, but also through the whole year 1890, 
has been almost phenomenal. At the same 
time, it is not easy to discriminate as to 
profits. Prices on not a few articles have 
ruled low, and the margin of profit on more 
than one staple has fallen below the average. 

Opium shows no particular change as to 
prices, although the feeling may be said to be 
somewhat stronger. Morphine has advanced 
one of the prominent American makers hay-

The year opens with a healthy tone pre- 
yailing in most branches of the oil trade. It 
ig true that trading in many lines is confined 
to supplying the wants of the moment, but 
with the condition of stocks in consumers 
pands throughout the country the volume 
of business is expected to show a steady in- 
crease as the season progresses. The linseed 
oil market ie unsettled, but there are indica- 


tions of a movement which has for 
jie object the placing of the indus- 
try on a better basis. In cotton 


oils the new year brings littie change. A re- 
port is current to the effect that a number of 
the former officers of the various companies 
included in the Cotton Oil Trust have lately 
resigned, the last to take this step, we hear, 
being Mr. Halstead Burnett, of the Fairbanks 
Company, of St. Louis. Free arrivals of 
cocoanut oil have given an easier tone to that 
market on the spot. The animal and fish oils 
generally are steady, but without much in- 
terest. 
Vegetable Olis. 

While city crushers show a firm front and 
refuse to shade 58c for oil from domestic seed, 
Western linseed oil is unmistakably weaker, 
and offers to sell car-load lots have been made 
here during the week without meeting with 
much response. The jobbing quotation is not 
above 52@53c at present, but even at that fig- 
ure buyers are not coming forward with any 
degree of alacrity. What has caused the break 
in the Western goods, which, as our Chicago 
letter shows, was inaugurated in that market, 
isnot cleartothe minds of operators here, 
Our correspondeat's letters, however, seem to 
fairly indicate the trend of affairs lealing up 
tothe present situation. The condition of de- 
moralization into which the market has been 
thrown seems destined to result in an alto- 
gether, to the general trade, unexpected de- 
nouement, for it is intimated that a confer- 
ence of all the linseed crushers of the country 
is soon to be held. Whether anything will re- 
sult from the meeting remains to be seen. 

The cotton seed oils are steady, at least the 
downward tendency has been checked and 
prices *re perhaps a shade firmer but as yet 
the foreign buyers have not advanced their 
figures. The fact that quite 80 per cent of the 
product this year will be low grade, makes 
it a necessity to sell at a price that 
homeand foreign soap makers can afford to 
pay. Theseason, however, promises to bea 
very short one unless prices can be raised 
above their present limit, and for this reason 
some of the mills South are inclined to hold 
their oil. Strictly prime crude tests, not less 
than 2% fatty acid meets with a ready de- 
mand and we hear that one city refiner 
bid 27}4c for any part of 2,000 bbis and only 400 
bbls were secured at this figure. It is said 
that 28c would be given for a choice lot, while 
it is offered at 2844:. Of the off grades we hear 
of sales of 163 bbis@/19}4c; 60 bbis at 2c; 50 bbis 
at 2béc and 700 bbis on spot and to ar- 
rive at 19c@2lc. and the latter price would 
be paid for a fair quantity, with 2l44c asked. 
Of prime old summer yellow 100 bbis sold at 
83c at which price it is firmly held. Off grades 
are steady with 25}¢c bid and 26c asked, with 
sales of 650 bbis for home use at 26c for round 
lots and up to 27c for small quauwtities. The 
same quality of a reddish tinge is quoted at 
25@26c. Prime winter ‘s held at 44c and off 
quality at 40c in small lots.

Cocoanut Oils, &c. 

There have been arrivals of 44 tons Ceylon 
oil by steamer from London to hand since our 
last report. This however has had no very de- 
pressing effect onthe market beyond causing 
holders of lots at dock to show more anxiety 
to resel rather than incur any extra expense 
by storeing, hence they are offering rather 
more freely from dockat7c. This apparent 
weakness only applies tostock here which was 
bought some months ago at higher figures 
than the price they are willing to accept from 
dock, Just previous to the close of our last 
report 25 tons was sold for prompt steamer 
shipment from London at 7c and a further sale 
has also been made for January steamer from 
London at 7c. There has been an order in the 
market for 100 tons for a large cunsumer at 
6 40c for direct shipment from Colombo dur- 
ing January, February or March, but the offer 
was declined by cable saying that 65gc was the 
lowest that would be entertaine4; later the 
same offer was renewed giving sellers the op- 
tion of shipping any time between January 
and March, but at the close of this report no 
cable has been received either declining or 
accepting the offer, The Harriet G. Johnson 
which left Colombo on December, 12 has 
500 tons of Ceylon oil of which 30 tors has al- 
ready been placed for consumption. Even 
with these arrivals coming to hand by steamer 
from London the market continues in a strong 
position as witha sudden demand from sev- 
ern! large consumers the market would very 
quickly advance toa higher range of values 
owing to the light stock available for prompt 
delivery. For lots from store they are quoting 
74@7%c, as to quantity and hoider. Cochin 
oil is meeting with the usual jobbing demand 
at 83g4@8héc, as to quantity and bolder. 

Olive Oil—Since the opening of the year 
there has only been a light demand for either 
spot or for future shipmeot. For spot lots 
they are asking 67@7cc, as to quantity and 
holder, with only swall sales reported within 
the range. Prompt shipments are obtainable 
at 65c, while for February, March and April 
shipments 63}¢c is named, but this so far has 
failed to induce business, ss buyers are still 
under the impression that the tendency isstill 
lower. Olive sosp stock on the spot has been 
covcentrated and held by one holder, who is 
declining to name less than 63%4c. For prompt 
January steamer shipment afew small sales 
have been made at 534c, while for January and 
forward 54@554c is named, as to quantity and 
date of delivery. 


Animatiand Fish Oils. 

Lard oil has received little attention of late, 
but values seem to be well established. 

Menhaden oil isin a particularly strong po- 
sition. The fishermen, who are believed to 
hold between 4,000 and 5,000 bbis, are inditfer- 
ent sellers and in some instances refuse to re- 
lease stock below 30c. None of them wil! sell 
at less than 25c, which is the samé figure 
quoted by pressers for dark pressed oil. The 
pressers have enough stock to last for several 
months, but it looks as though they would 
eventually bave to come up to the views of 
the fishermen. 

Cod oil of prime quality is almost unot- 
tainable on the spot and dealers who have had 
to renew their oil have been forced to im- 
port Newfoundland stock at a cost of 40c per 
galion, which is equivalent to the current 
price for ordinary domestic with the duty of 
°e per gallon added,

Whalebone has met with a good demand at 
the concession previously reported. The re- 
ported sales include 2,000 Ibs Arctic, unculled, 
at $4 20, 17,000 lbs in lots at $4 25@4 35, and 1,500 
lbs Northwest on private terms. Most of the 
business was for export. Arctic is ncw firm 
at $450. Asthe new year has just begun, we 
have no statement of stocks to present this 
week, 


Oil Cake. 

The fact that corn is so high has caused 
much more cake to be fed in the West than 
usual and for that reason, as well as that so 
many contracts have been made on through 
bills of lading the supply of Western cake on 
the spot has been limited. Something of an 
advance in ocean freights has been against 
business in this market, and we have heard of 
no transactions the last few days. Buyers 
would pay $23 50 but holders want $24. 

City cake has been sold to some extent ata 
fruction less than the asking price for West- 
ern. We heard of asale of 200 tcns at $23 50 
and to-day 0 tons were taxen at $23 75. 





Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

Spermaceti has been in more demand since 
the beginning of the new year. We heard of 
sales of about 600 cases for export to England 
at S2i¢c und the home trade has been buying 
fairly in smal! lots at 35@36c. 

Paraffine wax is very firm particularly the 
softer grades of refined which are in very 
smallsupply. Business in both crude and re- 
fined is reported fair. 

Crude lard has continued to advance in 
spite of the large visable supply, and closes 
strong at 630c. Trading has been light. Ke- 
fined, although quiet, is firmer, at 6 10@6 67}¢c. 

Tallow has been in more demand and with 
less disposition to sell, the market is firmer.

Professor Arloing confirms M. Chamber- 
jand’s results as regards the great efficacy of 
thymol as an antiseptic or microbe-killer. It 
hasbeen known to be more powerful than 
carbolic acid, being at the same time less corros- 
iveand poisonous. But it is now pronounced to 
be equal to silver nitrate, commonly called 
lunar caustic, and second only to mercuric 
chloride,known also as bichloride of mercury, 
and commonly as corrosive sublimate. The 
latter is certainly the most powerful poison 
for bacteria, a proportion of the salt as small 
as Lin 10,000 having been found to kill all the 
bacilliand living germs of every kind in a 
nutrient fluid. Thymo!l (Arloing’s acide 
thymique) is prepared from oil of thyme, the 
yolatile oil distilled from common garden 
thyme. It has been long known in India, 
being extracted from the fruits of the plant 
called Ajowan, and sold in the bazaars under 
aname which, translated, means “flowers of

TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 6, 1891. 

The principal features of interest during the 

week under review has been the monthly field 
report for the month of December, summar- 
jzed tables of which will be found below, and 
jts salient peints pointed out in our editorial 
columos.The immediate effect of the very bull- 
jsh report was an advance of fully 4c,but sub- 
sequent fluctuations have not been indicative 
of acontinuance of the upward movement in 
prices. Much will depend upon the caliber of 
the wells now nearing the producing horizons, 
should these show a large production the 
popes of the producers wil! receive a set back. 
It is not expected, however, with the smalier 
amount of new work under way, that there 
will be any material increase in aew produc- 
tion during the present month. Indeed, it is 
highly probable that the result of tield opera- 
tions in January will show a further decrease 
in new production as well as in all de- 
partments of field work. A comparison of the 
field work during 1889 and 1890 shows that 
there was an increase of 885 in the number of 
wells completed and of 174in dry holes. With 
the exception of January and March Decem- 
ber showed the smallest new production dur- 
ing 1890. As compared with December last 
year there was a decrease in new work under 
way of 373 wells, the past month showing the 
smallest amount since February, 1889. The 
complete pipe line reports for Uecember are 
not yet made up but the daily reports indicate 
a probable shrinkage in stocks for the month 
of over 200,000 bbls. While the price has been 
affected as stated above the volume of busi- 
ness has not shown the increase that was hoped 
for, although the week shows some improve- 
ment over the one preceding. The monthly 
Ohio field report also makes a bullish exhibit, 
but the runs still show a considerable excess 
over deliveries and the stocks continue to in- 
crease. Buckeye certificates have attracted 
more attention in consequence and tke 
price has moved upward in sympathy. 
The transactions during the past week show 
au increase over those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 338,000 bbls (321,000 N. T. 
and 17,000 B.), against 275,000 bbls for the 
preceding week. The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to _ 1,200,000 
bbls, against 628,000 bbls during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 4,336,000 bbls, against 3,736,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on to-day, 
when 7474c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 70c, and was touched 
Wednesday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 704c and the close this evening was 
at 7ic, showing a gain of 33{c as the result of 
the week's trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 4%c. The 
highest price for Buckye certificates was 2ic, 
reached on Monday, and the lowest was 18c, 
touched on Wednesday. The opening price 
last Wednesday was 18:¢c and the close this 
evening was at 20}¢c, showing a gain of 2c for 
the week under an extreme range of varia- 
tions of 3c. 

The greatest decrease in production, as 
shown by the report of the Derrick’s scouts, 
was in the Southwest, although the West Vir- 
ginia fields show the largest proportionate de- 
cline. Out of 29 wells completed in the Eureka 
and Macksburg districts, 18 proved dry. This 
is a most disastrous month’s work for these 
promising portions of the producing region. 

Upon the whole, the year 1890 has been far 
from satisfactory to the average oil producer 
A large amount of new territory has been de- 
veloped by his efforts, and the drill urged to 
an extent hitherto undreamed of in the busi- 
ness. The market price of the crude product 
has ranged at a low average; and the produc- 
tion has been kept very close to consumption 
When the Ohio fields are taken into consider- 
ation, the progress of the drill during the past 
year has been simply marvelous. 

The most important discovery of the past 
year has been the fleld at Wildwood; next in 
order is the district of Crafton and Chartiers, 
all belonging to the great southwest division 
of the oil producing regions. Wildwood has 
added a new lease of life, but the Chartiers 
section hus been practically whipped out. 

The Murrinsville field was short lived, and is 
already a thing of the past. Early in the year 
operations in the hundred-foot field were 
active, but are now on the decline. At 
Zelienople, a small pool was developed, but 
brought forth only small returns. At Millers- 
town a fuurth sand pool has been discovered, 
while at Harmony and Callery it is confined 
principally toan active town 10t development. 
At Coraopolis, in Alleghany county, a promis- 
ing field is opening up. The Eureka and Bel- 
mont in the West Virginia tield, have passed 
the zenith of operations, and at Mannington 
there is also a noticeable decline, The Jeffer- 
80n Centre, Bakerstown,Hundred-foot field and 
Crafton have each produced startiing gushers, 
but the latter developments failed to bring to 
light anything of a substantial and valuable 
nature,

Wednesday, Dec, 31. 

The market opened rather weak at 704c, at 
which figure there appeared to be a number 
of sellers, and those who desired to close their 
operations for the month found no difficulty, 
there being little effort to manipulate the 
market. There was a strong contrast in the 
appearance of the exchange from the day 
preceding Christmas, the operators probably 
having had a surfeit of fun. Under liberal 
offers the price receded to 70c, but late 
in the day the bidding became moderately 
active, and the price advanced to 70¢c, 
at which the market closed strong. There 
was but a moderate amount of switch- 
joe at }46@%c, operators having had no 
difficulty in evening up their deals. The close 
showed a gain for the day of 4c and 4c repre- 
sented the extent of the variations. The sales 
footed up 172,000 bbls. It was thought the 
close of the year would develope some inter- 
est in Buckeyes, but only 2,000 bbis. changed 
hands and these brought the price down to 
18c. Inthe Wildwood field Barnsdall & Gill- 
espie’s No. 2 Kress farm well, in which the 
cable was “switched” off some time ago after 
reaching the sand and gota fishing job at the 
same time, has been cleared and reached the 
pay. It started off at a tremendous rate, 
According to the most reliable state- 
ments obtainable the well was do- 
ing 120 barrels an hour, or at about the rate 
of 2,°80 barrelsa day. This, with the several 
other wells that have come in this week, bas 
had the effect of increasing the production of 
the field to about 15,000. The Smith Farm Oil 
Company’s No. 7,about three weeks old, which 
had dwindled down to 180 barrels a day, was 
drilled a little deeper and its output increased 
to 12inches, or 30 barrels, an Lour, a rate of 
720 barrelsaday. Gibson & Jiles have a well 
in the sand on the Bryant, but not yet far 
enough to have a show. McDevitt, Fishel & 
Co.'s Guyton well was reported as holding 
up to 40 barrels an hour.

There 
were no interestihg features and no develop- 
ments. Sales of only 64,000 pbis were re- 
ported. Buckeyes received some attention, 
but the bidding was not active. The first 
sale was made at 19c, and after advancing to 
19}c again dropped to 19c, at which there

were buyers, only 6,000 bbis having changed 
hands, In the Coraopolis field the Orion Oil Co. 
completed a0 bbi well. A dispatch from Mc- 
Donald states that the Royal Gas Company 
(Logan Bros.) Ed McDonald well had filled its 
second tak and partially filled the third, which 
are not connected with the lines. The same 
dispatch said that the well had been flowing 
50 barrels a day for ten days. It was shct 
tro weeks ago. In the Mt. Morris field F. M. 
Hukill’s No. 8, Morford, struck the first pay 
and began flowing ata rate which indicated 
that the well would be an excellent producer, 
though at just what rate could not be learned. 
The much talked of Exposition gas well at 
Pittsburgh was shot with a 20-quart torpedo, 
but without materially increasing the flow of 
gas. The shot was exploded at 1,985 feet,

The market opened at 7234c, which was the 
lowest price of the day, but there was no dis - 
position shown to bid, while there were not 
many sellers at this figure. There was scarcely 
any variation from the opening price until 
near noon, when a few bids brought the price 
up to 73c, at which the market closed firm, 
thus making a gain for the day of 4c, which 
also represents the extent of the variations. 
Sales of only 30,000 bbls were reported. 
There were no features of interest on the local 
market, buta fair buying movement was re- 
ported as having been inaugurated on Western 
exchanges, and the opinion prevailed that 
Monday would develope some improvement. 
Buckeyes were again entirely neglected but 
the settling price was retained at 19c. At 
Caliery another good well has been added to 
the list by the arrival of Forst & Co.’s No. 1. 
William Cashdollar, which is doing 250 barrels 
per day. With the arrival of such wells as 
this and No. 1 Goehring « new stimulus is 
added, and the drill will be kept moving. The 
inside history of the field thus far has shown 
that several wells are due and in the sand now. 
Among some of these that should be heard 
from soon in Forst & Co. No. 2, Ander- 
son farm, the Carnshin Oil Company No. 
2, Douthett, and Thomas & Co. No. 1, 
Samuel Kaufman farm. At Petersville 
considerable new work is being done and the 
wells being brought in are all average pro- 
ducers, with an occasional good one. thrown 
io. The Hundred-Foot Oil Company’s No. 4, 
Nesbit farm, is in the sand, with favorable 
showing fora nice producer. Humphrey 5 is 
just in and flowing at the rate of 100 barrels 
per diem. Young Brothers’ No. 8, C. E. Shan- 
non, is 60 feet in the sand and showing up good. 
Deitrick Brothers, C. B. Burnhart farm, are in 
the mountain sand. Black & Co.'s No. 3, 
Hiram Graham, is down 3800 feet. Hovis & 
Redd’s No. 2 Blenkley is among one of the 
best wells brought in. It started off at a 200- 
barrel a day gait, but has since increased 
several barrels and is now doing close io 300 
barrels per day,

The report from the West tended to encour- 
age purchasers, but when attempts were made 
to buy it was found necessary to raise the 
bids to 7444c before a seller could be found, 
thus making a gain of léc over Saturday's 
closing price. This, however, proved a tempt- 
ing figure and a few offers to sell followed, 
under which the market eased off to 74c, but 
aslater the report showed a steady upward 
movement on the Western exchanges the local 
market followed to 74}4c, which remained the 
prevailing price for the remainder of the day. 
There were, however, few with sufficient faith 
to purchase freely at this figure, and as sellers 
rafused to give way trading was very light and 
fitful, the day’s operations amountircg to 
only 30,000 bbls. The close showed a 
gain for the day of %c while the extent 
of the variations was }4°. During, the after- 
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noon there was some bidding for Buck- 
eyes and they advanced in sympathy, 
the first sale being made at 20c and after sell- 
ing up to 2ic eased off to 2040 at which the 
market closed firm, showing an advance of }4c 
for the day or of 1}gc over Saturday's price. 
Sales of 9,000 bbis were reported. In the Wild- 
wood field the aggregate output was esti- 
mated at from 14,100 to 15,000 barrels a day, 
while the latest reliable information put the 
production at 11,00u bbis. The Barndall Oil 
Company’s Nos, 1, 2 and 3, Kress farm, 
made a production of 3,400 barrels the past 
24hours. Their No. 4, Kress, was drilling near 
the sand late Saturday night. Their No.6,same 
farm, isshut down on top ofthe sand, The 
same company’s Zeigenhein, No. 5, is now do- 
ing 25 bbis an hour from the second pay. 
Queene, Guffy & Co.’s Rolsehouse Nos. 1, 2 
and 3 together, are making near 37 bbis an 
hour. Furst & Greenlee, No. 1, six-acre lot, 
are still drilling outa joint of casing, while 
their No. 12 Rulsehouse has been drilled into 
the second pay,which increased its production 
to 500 bbis a day. The production of theRolse- 
house farm on Saturday was about 1,800 bbls. 
The McDevitt wellon the Guyton, after get- 
ting the bojler moved out and connection was 
unable to start owing toa shortage of gas fur 
fuel. This well has averaged about 115 barrels 
for the past five days. Finnegan & Downing. 
on the Wallace farm, are nearing the spot 
when the first pay should be found. This is 
an important well. The Rothe Oil Company's 
Harbush No. 9, which came in at 50 barrels an 
hour several days ago, had declined 1o 32 bar- 
relsan hour. The drill was deepened, and the 
well responded at the rate of 30 or 35 barrels 
an hour. The production of the Harbush 
farm is in the neighborhood of 2,000 barrels a 
day. The Smith Farm Oil Company No. 7 
Smith is still drilling. It has been claimed 
that this well has been making from 500 to 
600 barrels a day,but is doing little more than 
half this amount. Gibson & Giles, on the 
Scott, have gotastrong gasser, which makes 
the venture look dubious for an oil well.

Little interest was shown at the opening 
this merning and the first sale at 74340, 4c 
under yesterday’s closing figure, attracted 
little attention. News from the producing 
regions was looked for as several wells in im- 
portant locaticns are nearing the sand, but 
nothing of importance was received and the 
market drifted along in the wake of the Oil 
City and Bradford exchanges, where a steady 
advance followed moderate buying. The up- 
ward movement continued unchecked until 
74% was reached, which proved h‘gh water 
mark. At this point there came moderate of- 
fers to sell, under which the price promptly 
declined to 743¢c, from which there was 
little variation until late in the day, 
when further offers brought the price 
down to 74c,at which the market closed, 
showing a loss for the day of %c undera 
range to quotations of %c. Sales of only 
25,000 bbls were reported. No attention was 
paid to Buckeyes and the settling price re- 
mained 20i4c. In the Mansfield district Pat- 
terson & Jones’ No. 2, which is about 1,900 feet 
deep, struck a strong flow of salt water at 25 
feet in the 110-foot sand, like the Palmer. 
They must ream down about 800 feet in order 
to case it off. The delays at the Palmer well 
would have made this the firat one due in the 
field, but now the Kanawha Oil Company’s 
Linton will be first. Carnahan & Co. of 
Washington, are drilling a well on the 
Adams farm, on Montone run, twe 
miles due west of the McCurdy. They 
are in lower ground, are about through 
the 100-foot and ready to case, at a depth of 
1,600 or 1,700 feet. Mellon & Co.’s old Riddie 
well, north of their Scott, has been cleared 
1,500 feet down and has 650 feet yet to go be- 
fore reaching the bottom of the hole. The 
Canonsburg Oil Company had asurprise when 
it tapped the fifth sand on the Weaver tarm, 
at Canonsburg, in an old gas well that had 
Played out and was drilled deeper. A report 
made the well doing over 900 barrels, but a 
dispatch from Washington, which put it at 500 
barries a day, is much more likely to be cor- 
rect.

Put Out Oil Fires With Flour. 

A correspondent, writing from Portland, 
Oregon, tells this story: An old lady putin a 
claim for a loss three years ago, and explained 
that just as she emerged from the pantry with 
a pan of flour the lamp exploded, throwing 
burning oil over the table and floor. The 
frightened woman instinctively threw the 
flour upon the flames, which were instantly 
extinguished.

just as he reached home, his wife rushed out 
of the door, shouting “ fire.” The ceiling lamp- 
hook had given way. and the broken lamps 
were on the floor, and the oil aflame, He ran 
to the flour-bin, and returning with a scoop- 
ful of flour quickly put out the fire. A third 
instance, of later occurrence, was an oil fire, 
which was only checked by smothering it with 
carpets, and did not die out until flour had 
been thrown on it. Local agents should re- 
quest their home papers to priut the sur- 
prising fact that flour easily extinguishes 
kerosene oil fires.—Coast Review.

Practical Points in Soft Soap Boil- 
ing.* 

The soft, white potash soaps, which are 
termed “silver soaps,” are very delicate. 
Dark lyes or fats yield at best. soaps of gray 
color. As receptacles, Only fir or pine casks 
are permissible, as all others, such as oak, 
beech, etc., leach out so that after only a few 
weeks the lightest soaps become colored red 
or brown throughout. 

The best adapted oil for these soaps is un- 
questionably cotton oil, and for the winter 
months this oil alone answers as the fatty 
constituent. But when the cotton oil is 
boiled with a lye of which a fourth or a third 
is soda lye, 2 to 4 per cent. of some nut oil, 
such as cocoanut oil, should be -udded to give 
the coapa greater capacity for lathering 

It appears improbable that a formula exists 
by which these soaps can always be turned 
out of uniform quality, as the lyes prepared 
by one’s self vary considerably. If the lye is 
prepared from caustic alkali, 30 per cent. of 
the calcined alkali may be used in preparing 
it, with a tolerable assurance of having the 
lye of the right strength. 

If, for instance, one starts with a charge of 
2,000 pounds of oil, 1,500 pounds of &%° B. lye 
and 1,500 pounds of 30° B. lye is required, 
which should not be entirely caustic. 

In order that the cotton oii may enter thor- 
oughly into combination, the boiling should 
be carried out carefully, preferably io the 
following manner:Put the oil into the kettle in 
the evening, and add a few scraps of svap and 
about 1,000 pounds of boilivg lye of 20° B. 
Crutch this in well, and allow to stand cold 
over night. Next morning, heat to about 167° 
F.; repeat the crutching, and as a rule the 
fat and the lye will then bave combined. 
Now heat to boiling, and gradually add the 
remaining lye. When the major portion of 
the lye has been added, allow it to boil vigoi- 
ously in order that it may become thoroughly 
saponified. The last of the lye shou'd be 
added in divided portions. 

When we here direct that lye of 20° or 30° B. 
be used in boiling, it should not be submitted 
to prolonged evaporation. If the soap is 
boiled slowly for an hour, has no fcam, and 
the bubbles break evenly over the whole ket- 
tle, it is probably finished. If necessary, cor- 
rections can be made in it later. A sample 
taken from a properly boiled soft soap sbould 
spread out’ flat on glass, should coo) white, 
and should adhere to the glass when cold. If 
the soap is heaped up it should be purely 
white througnaout after a few hours, and when 
kneaded with the fingers should be of a lard- 
like consistence. If such a soap remains hard 
or- hardens gradually, it is an indication that 
more carbonate solution should be added. 

The best kind of white soft soap is pure ané 
is not sophisticated with flour. 1f,for instance. 
iu summer, one-fourth of the lye used was 
soda lye, the soap requires to be only lightly 
boiled in yielding at most 220 per cent. (of the 

fate used). This soap is highly esteemed by 
housekeepers, if it is smooth and unctuous 
like the soft oil soaps, and it can therefore be 
considerably “filled,” but it ig not advisable 
to fill out to wore than 250 per cent. Tho best 
addition is a weak solution of carbonate. 

Finally, it should be separated out with 5*B. 
potash lye. The soap should be about 18? #. 
and the lye 17° F., and the soap will then #P 
arate out rapidly and thoroughly. —

weavers, it should not be made to yield at 
most more than 235 to 240 per cent. 

The second quality, sophisticated with flour, 
finds its greatest use for domestic purposes. 
In it, from 10 to 30 per cent. of flour is used, 
The “filling” is prepared by mixing 1 part of 
flour, 2 parts of 8° B. carbonate and chloride 
of potash solution, and about 1% parts of 28° 
to 3U° B. potash lye, Such “filling” should be 
crutched in when the soap is at a temperature 
of about 167° F.

Kerosene Lamps. 

Week after week are the columns of various 
papers filled with reports of accidents arising 
from the explosion or upsetting of kerosene 
lamps. If, to the cases actually reported, we 
add the enormous number in which trifling in- 
Jury to the person, or damage to property is 
inflicted by the same means, the total becomes 
startling. It ‘snot perhaps going too far to 
assert that it is the most dangerous domestic 


article in use. And all this because lamp 
manufacturers, will, with some bright excep- 
tions, persist in supplying patternsembodying 
elements of danger. 

The whole system upon which the ordinary 
oil lamp is constructed is faulty in the ex- 
treme, even were bad fittings, loose wicks, 
insecure stands and personal carelessness 
eliminated from the list of contributory 
causes of accident, The wick, on the upper 
edge of which is a fierce flame fed by the 
oxygen admitted through the draught holes, 
issupported in a metal tube which speedily 
reaches a very high temperature and projects 
into a reservoir but too often only partially 
filled to start with, and in any case with an 
ever decreasing oil level. As the oil becomes 
lower the explosive gas on itssurface becomes 
warmer and warmer until it reaches the flash- 
ing point. A careless movement of the lamp 
or a slight air current, may bring it into con- 
tact with the flame, and then death or injury 
result. Now, this great source of danger 
would be almost entirely eliminated were the 
metal tube replaced by some less ready con- 
ductor of heat, and means were devised for 
entirely cutting off the tube from any direct 
contract from the reservoir. Of course, most 
accidents occur with the commoner lamps, 
but we have seen many of pretentious pat- 
tern which follow the dangerous pattern 
objected to. As regards wicks, carelessness 
Or ignorance often results in there being a 
clear connecting space left vetween the gas 
and the flame, the wick being too small for 
the tube. Bad fittings are, of course, a source 
of danger in almost any mechanical ¢ vice. 
In kerosene lamps they take the form of use- 
less screw threads and criminaliy insecure 
methods of attaching the reservoir to its 
stand by means of plaster or other soft sub- 
stance. The carelessness which knocks over 
or upsets a lamp will of course always be more 
or less present in family circles. But even 
this can be partially provided against by a 
safer form of construction. 


We are well aware that excellent patterns 
are in the market—for those who can afford to 
pay forthem. What is wanted is a cheap pat- 
tern suited to the purse of the artizan and 
workman, to whom, despite gas and electri- 
city, kerosene will probably be the usual 
light-provider for at least this generation’ 
Ingenious readers might tind something in the 


suggestion.—Invention.

Cacao in Peru. 
BRITISH CONSULAR REPORT. 

Up toa recent date the cultivation of cacao 
in Peru seems to have been confined more 
especially to the Transandine slopes in the 
province of Convencion, in the department 
of Cusco, not, however, in sufficient quantities 
to supply the markets of the suuthern depart- 
ments of the Republic. 


The cacao produced is of a superior quality, 
and could compete advantageously with best 
descriptions raised at Soconusco and in Vene- 
zuela, 


The excellence of the bean is, however, 
rather due to the geological and topugraphi- 
cal conditions of the valley of Santa Ana than 
to the efforts of the cultivators—the cacao 
goes by the generic name of Cusco cacao— 
but, owing to the cost of production, distance 
from the sea, and deficiency of transport 
cannot compete in price with that imported 
from Ecuador, consequently the production 
and consumption does not extend beyond 
what is requisite for the local demand. Cacao 
of good quality has also always been raised in 
the province of Jaen, in the department of 
Cajamarca, and the cultivation of the plan 
extends towards the seaboard in the north of 
the department of Piura, but upon sd limited 
a scale as scarcely to amount to more than an 
experiment. 


Witha more extended development, cacao 
could easily be produced in sufficient quanti~- 
ties for the internal consumption of Peru, 
displacing export from abroad, and perhaps 
even competing in foreign markets; a future 
for the industry which appears more than 
Probahie when the contemplated irrigation 
scheme in the department of Piyra shall have 
been carried into effect, c 





The Oleo Oil Trade in 1890. 


Following ie the review of the oleo oil in- 
dustry for the year 1890, issued by Herman 
Loeb & Co., of this city, who are among the 
principal exporters to Holland: 

When we began otir teview for the year 
1889 it Was our privilege to congratulate the 
tradeonthe prosperous business transacted 
during that year; we regret very much that 
the same pleasant duty does not fall to our 
lot in reviewing the markets for the year just 
closed. Compared with other articles, 1890 
may not have been an unusually bad year for 
oleo oil, but it certainly cannot be ranked 
among the many better ones which we have 
seen within the past ten years. In making 
this assertion we speak from the point of view 
of the melter and of the churner, both of 
whom have reuson to look back upon 1690 
with little regret, 

The course of prices during the past year 
has been somewhat irregular as regards the 
different grades of oil manufactured, and for 
this reason, we shall, in reviewing the mar- 
ket, divide our retrospect into three divisions, 
namely: choice, middle grade and low grade 
oils, 

The manufacturers of choice grades of oil 
have certainly the least reason for complaint. 
The course of prices during the year has been 
free from violent fluctuations, the highest 
prices were made during the first week in 
January, when 68 florins was the ruling quo- 
tation, but, after this, prices varied between 
69 florins, the highest, and 51 florins, the low- 
est, point reached during the year. We be- 
lieve that when we compare this range of 
prices with the ficctuations of former years, 
we shall find for 1800 probably the narrowest 
fluctuations, 


During the first six months or the year busi- 
ness in choice oil was quite active: churaers 
had light stocks and the demand was of a sat- 
istactary nature, easily absorbing the vast 
quantities of oil imported into Holland. 
Prices were held firm by the Rotterdam im- 
porters, in consequence of their being most 
of the time limited by the American melters. 
The Dutch churners complained that prices 
for oil were too high, and claimed that the re- 
sult would bea decrease in the consumption 
of butterine, as the ratificial article would not 
be able to successfully compete in price with 
the natural product. It is interesting to note 
that this prediction hasto a large extent been 
realized, as the demand for butterine, at least 
in the markets of Great Britain, has been very 
much smaller than it was in 1889; but whether 
this should be ascribed to the high prices for 
oleo ruling during the early part of the year, 
or to the increased production, excellent 
quality and low prices of natural butter is an 
open question. 


During the latter part of the year there was 
a satisfactory demand for choice oils; at the 
beginning of Aucust a sale was made ofa 
thousand tierces choice grade at 48 florins, but 
tbis can hardly be called a quota‘ion, as the 
market value on the date of this sale was 
really 51 florins. In the latter partof August 
quotations advanced to 56 florins; in Septem- 
ber they fluctuated between 56 and 58 florins; 
in October, between 4 and 55 florins; while 
during the months of November and Decem- 
ber the market was quite steady at the uni- 
form prices of 53 to 55 florlins. At these quo- 
tations most of the oil offered for sale found 
ready buyers, and we close the year with light 
stocks of choice oil anda qotation of 53 to55 
florias. 


The market for middle grades of oil was 
marked by greater fluctuations and the result 
of the year for manufacturers of this grade 
of oil is far less satisfactory. It may be well 
to define right here what is meant by choice 
and by middle grades of oi]. Choice oilisa 
quality that can be used for“mixtures,”" which 
means a Mixture of butter and butterine, an 
article which is sold in competition with fine 
table butter and brings comparatively high 
prices. The choicer the quality of choice 
grades, from the churner’s point of view, the 
more he is able to pay for the oil and to ob- 
tain for his mixture, and hence we often see 
a difference of one to two florins between 
two brands of oil, both of which are choice, 
and which, to the unitiated, would appear to 
be of equally good quality. The middle grade 
is a quality of oil which cannot be used for 
butterine mixture, and which is manufac- 
tured into artificial butter designed for con- 
sumption as table butter by the poorer, and 
as cooking butter by the well-to-do classes. 
Most brands of middie grade oils would seem 
to the uninitiated fully as good as some of the 
choice brands, yet they do not bring the 
prices because they lack the qualities which 
render them fit for use in mixtures; were this 
not so, our ehurners wonld certainly at all 
times be eager to buy the middle grades at a 
much cheaper price, instead of paying the 
higher prices for thé choice brands. 

At the beginning of the year there wasa 
good demand for middle grades, and they 
were sold at four to five florins below the 
price of Ghidice brands. During the next few 
montbé the demand for this quality increased 
and the difference was only four florins; dur- 
ing April, and the following months, up to 
September, the difference was between two 
and four florins; but, after this, the demand 
for middie grades seemed ali at once to stop, 
and it was difficult to sell any except at lower 
prices, We believe that this decrease in the 


demand for middle grades may be traced 
directly to the increasing consumption of neu- 
tral lard by the Dutch churners} for, while 
this article Was used during tiie first six 
months only in 4n experimental way, the de- 
mand became active during the last six 
months, and gradually churners, who had 
been paying 50 to 52 florins for middle grade 
oil while neutral was selling at 46 to 48 florins, 
began to give orders for large quantities of 
neutral lard at 48 to 51 florins, while refusing 
to buy any middle grade oil, even at less than 
they paid for neutral. In the meantime 
some holders of middle grade oil had refused 
to sell at ruling prices, until the etock of 
these qualities in Holland became so large 
that melters on this side became anxious to 
dispose of this stirpitis, and gave orders to sell 
at best prices obtainable. This resulted within 
the past six weeks in prices of middle grades 
declining to 48 to 48 florins, as against 48 to 52 
florins a few weeks before. At the reduced 
prices large quantities of middie grade oil 
have been sold; but it 1s an undeniable fact 
that probably one-half or more of the stock 
now remaining unsold in Holland is still com- 
posed of middle grade oils. Since prices for 
this grade have declined so much, however, 
the demand for neutral seems to have become 
less active, and the next few weeks will show 
whether churners will prefer middle grade oil 
at low prices to the higher priced neutral, At 
apy rate, we believe it safe t6 say that in all 
probability prices for middle grade qualities 
will henceforth show a gteater difference as 
compared with prices of choice grades, than 
they have done in past yeats. 


The most discouraging feature of the oil 
trade during the year 1890, however, ttiay’be 
found in the low grade oils. There has always 
been a good demand for these qualities at 
from 15 to 20 florins below the price of choice 
oils} during the summer months this demand 
became more marked, and we have seen low 
grade oil selling during the summer of 1889 at 
42 to 49 florins. These high prices stimulated 
the production of low grades to an enormous 
extent, and at the beginning of this year there 
was a large stock of these qualities in Holland 
for which there was no market whatever. 
Holders, however, thought that the demand 
would come as usual during the summer, and 
melters in this country continued the manu- 
facture of this oil, with the consequence that 
au enormous stock of low grades of oil has ac- 
cumulated in Holland, for which no market 
can be found. The immense production of 
butter all over Europe, the larger proportion 
of which was of course of inferior quality, bas 
driven low grade butterine entirely out 
of the market; added to this it 
may be said that the supply of 
middle grade butter and butterine has been, 
and probably will be, large enough to supply 
any reasonable demand, so that there seems to 
be no prospect at present of disposing of the 
enormous accumulations of low grade oil to 
churners. All these goods will have to find 
their way ultimately to soap makers, and we 
believe that the sooner this is done the better 
it will be for all grades of oil. We have been 
hearing of late that the stock of oil in impor- 
ters’ hands in Holland is from 22,000 to 30,000 
tierces, the quantity varying from week to 
week; we believe that 10,000 tierces of this 
stock are composed of oil which is unfit for 
use by churners, and it would be weil to do 
away with this unsaleable quantity of oil, the 
disappearance of which from the list of stocks 
would diminish the quantity in sight by 10,000 
tierces, and would probably have a marked 
effect on the prices of better grades of oil. If 
we saw any chance of an improvement in the 
demand for low grades within the next six 
months we might modify our view, but we 
cannot, at present, see any indication of such 
a change in the demand for inferior oils. 

We have before this spoken of the immense 
production of butter in Europe during the 
past year. It isa well-known fact that at no 
time within the past twenty-five years has 
such an immense quaantity of butter come on 
the markets, and to this, toa very large ex- 
tent, must be ascribed the unsatisfactory de- 
mand for butterine, especiaily in the markets 
of Great Britain, and the complaints of 
churners that they were not able to work 
with a satisfactory profit. While the weather 
in Europe has been especially favorable to the 
production of butter, it may be said that dairy 
farming in Europe is now done on a more 
systematic, and in a more economical way, 
and also on a larger scale, than has been the 
case in former years. In addition to this, 
New Zealand and Australia are sending 
large quantities of prime table butter 
of the British markets, which are being sold 
at moderate prices. Taking all these facts in- 
to consideration, we think that it is more than 
ever our duty to remind you that butterine ie, 
after all, only a substitute for butter; that 
oleo oil isthe component part of butterine, 
and that. it is not advisable to manipulate the 
oil markét in such a way as to advance the 
prices of oleo beyond the point which van 
be paid by churners, since butterine can be 
gold in competition with butter only at a low- 
er figure, because it has to bé sold ander its 
proper name, and can be sold only when it is 
cheaper than the natural product; and while 
high prices for oil may be temporarily profit- 
able to the melters, they invariably aa toa 
decrease in the consumption of butterine, 
which in the end causes accumulation of oil 
and periods of disastrous depression. 


We have before spoken of the increased 


consumption of neutral lard. This is compar: 
atively & lew ingtedient iised by ths Ruropeali 
churnets, although it has for years been in 
use in this country. In former years our 
Dutch churners refused to use it in any way, 
shape Or manner; but they seem to have 
changed their views during the past year and 
the enormous quantity of 41,065 tierces has 
been exported to Holland. Unless prices for 
this article should advance beyond the price 
of good oil, we believe that a larger quantity 
will go forward during the coming year. 


Cottonseed oil was in active demand during 


the early part of the year, but owing to the 
irregular quality of a large proportion of 
the oil shipped to Holland the demand has 
fallen off. Churners are beginning to use oth- 
er oils which, though dearer, give better satis- 


faction; while probably the increased con- 
sunmiption of neutral lard decreased the quan- 
tity of oil they can use. During the past year 
27,468 barrels were exported from New York 
to Holland, while probably as much more was 
shipped fror New Orleans to Rotterdam. We 
regret that we have been unable to obtain 
correct statistics of the quantity shipped from 
New Orleans. 

Below will be found our ustal statistics of 
stocks, prices and exports. Theas statistics re- 
fer only to the Holiand marketsjin addition to 
this considerabie oil was exported to 
Hamburg, Glasgow and Baltic ports. (Esti- 
mated at 39,000 tierces). The quantity ex- 
ported to Holland is about the same as was 
shipped in 1889. The total stocks in Holland 
are considerably larger than they were 
a yeat ago, While closing quotations ate 
much lower. In connection herewith it must 
be borne in rfiind thet a great patt of the 
stock now in Holland is of infetior qiiality, 
while shiprtients from lietfe Would doubtiess 
have been mitich larger if the usual detiiand 
for inferiot oil should have continued through 
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Notice to the Drug Trade of the United States.

There has been 
a little more demand, but business is almost 
wholly of ajobbing character. The nominal 
quotations are $18 50@24, as to brand, seller 
and quantity. 

Ergot is attracting more attention. Thecon- 
tinued reports of a strong feeling abroad is 
beginning to induve buyers to take more inter- 
est in the article, but at the same time they 
are slow to supply more than their immediate 
wants. Of Spanish we get sales of 2,000 lbs on 
private terms, and there has been a little 
business in Russian, but the particulars have 
not transpired. 

Guarana is dull and neglected and prices are 
almost entirely nominal. A few small job- 
bing sales are reported at $2 t0, but it is prob- 
able that a large buyer might do better. 

Glycerine is lower, owing to continued com- 
petition. The demand is only moderate and 
we hear of no business of consequence, 

Hops are moving slowly into consumption, 
as buyers cannot be induced to take more 
than their current wants dictate. The market, 
however, is firm, and there is no disposition to 


urge stocks. We continue to quote:

Insect powder has been without particular 
animation during the week, but the market 
having apparently touched bottom, the feel- 
ing is one of steadiness. 

Irish moss occupies the same position as at 
the date of our last. Prime quality is out of 
the market and nothing is offered on the 
other side. Tne lower grades are not plentiful 
but are notin much demand at the: moment 
and prices consequently are more or less 
pominal. 

Nitrate of silver is without further change, 
the market having remained steady during 
the week at the quotations of 66@67}¢c as to 
quantity: There isa fair consuming demand. 

Quicksilver remainseasy. In a large way 
buyers would be supplied at 70c but jobbing 
sales are being made at 72c. Not muoh interest 
in the article is displayed at present, © 

Sugar of milk,owing to the continued last of 
demand, is rather and with some pressure to 
se)l prices have receded slightly. At the close 
the nominal quotations were 27}44@28e but it is 
possible that less would have been accepted 
for a large lot. 

Baisams. 

The market for balsam copaiba remains 
quiet so far as the Central American grades 
are concerned but there has been considera- 
ble inquiry for Maranham of which the sup- 
ply is practically exhausted. Some business 
has been done forexport in this grade but the 
particulars have not transpired. In a jobbing 
way Central American is held at 47}44@48c, 
Para at 50@52c and Angostura at 60@65c. Bal- 
sam Peru is in few hand and the mar- 
ket at present is very firm although 
there is not much demand. We quote $1 55@ 
1 65 as to quantity and seller. Tolu is not in 
much demand from consumers, but jobbers 
have been in the market, as prices in conse- 
quence of free arrivals have been tending in 
their favor. We get sales of about 20 cases at 
26@264c. Inajobbing way 28@30c is quoted 
according to seller and size of order. 

Beans. 

Reports of a totai failure of the crop of An- 
gostura tonka beans received here early in 
the week caused an active movement in spot 
stocks. Reportsastothe quantity sold vary 
from 10,(00 to 25,000 lbs,but the indications are 
that. the real quantity was nearer the first 
mentioned figures. The buying began at $1 55 
and:some resales were made at $165@175. At 
the.close $175 was generally quoted while 


at least one holder wanted $2. 
The 80 called syndicate has ' with- 
drawn from the market at _ present. 


OIL, PAINT AND 


Paras are in limited supply and this is practi- 
cally all in the hands of ohne déaler, who 
quotes $1@110, while Surinams are held at 
$1 26@1 36, the market for both kinds having 
an upward tendency. For vanilla beans there 
is a moderate jobbing demand, which is sup 
plied at the former range of values. 
Berries. 

The market for cubeb berries ia easier, some 
dealers now quoting $130 for XX, while or- 
dinary are held at 9c. The downward move- 
meot is the result of weak reports from 
abroad. Juniper berries find a limited vutlet 
in a jobbing way, at firm and unchanged 
prices. 

Essential Olls. 

The general market is devoid of interesting 
features, only one or two articles on the list 
showing any signs of animation. Anise oil is 
easy, and $1 55@1 60 are nominal quotations. 
Cassia is steady, but dull. Olove is receiving a 
little more attention, as the result of the com- 
paratively low prices, but business is entirely 
of a jobbing character. The Messina essences 
remain firm, with an upward tendency, and 
are receiving eonsiderable attention from con- 
sumers, There was a rumor current in the 
market to-night that the strength of the posi- 


‘tion in the primary market had been over- 


stated, and it was intimated that a reaction 
might be looked for. 

Peppermint oil has remained uull except in 
a jobbing way, the consuming demand baving 
been very good for thistime of the year. As 
the season advances holders in the 
country show more anxiety to sell, and we 
hear of offers of Wayne county oil from that 
district at $2 50 for immediate delivery. Un 
the spot the market rules steady at $2 50@ 
270 for Western and $2 75@3 for Wayne 
county. In case oil there is nothing doing, 
and the market seems to be a shade firmer, 
$3 25 being the general quotation to-day. 

Sassafras has been in active demand as 
the result of the lower prices quoted. 
It is reported that upwards of 200 cans 
have changed hands during the week, princi- 
pally at 32@34c, The inside price now is 4@ 
35c for round lots, but for jobbing quantities 
36@A0c is quoted. 

Oil cubeb is lower in sympathy with the 
berries. The nominal jobbing quotation is $1, 
but inalarge way a lower figure would no 
doubt be accepted. 


Gums. 

The consuming demand for most of the 
staple commodities in this department is fair 
for the season, but large buyers shun the 
market, Chicle is unsettied and easy owing to 
the increasing supplies. The nominal quota- 
tion is 45@50c as to quantity but less might 
buy ona firm offer. Camphor is unchanged 
on the spot, manufacturers firmly main.vain- 
ing their quotations. Advices from Ham- 
burg state that the market for refined there 
is demoralized owing to a pressure to sell, and 
the last quotation from there is equiva- 
lent to 88c, duty paid. The break in Hamburg 
prices is said to be the result of the financial 
stringency, causing an urgent need of money; 
but in view of the fact that German refiners 
are known to be short of crude, while the 
London holders of that article are extremely 
firm in their views, it is believed here that the 
low prices are named with a view to infiu- 
encing the market for the raw gum. 


Roots. 

There is a little more interest displayed by 
buyers of goods in this department and the 
new year opens with promise of a prosperous 
trade, 

Colchicum root has been in more demand 
and we get sales of 1,000 Ibs at 12c. This cioses 
out the stock of one holder. 

Ipecac remains rather easy but is without 
further quotable changs. In a large way $1 90 
will buy but jobbing quotations range from 
$1 95@2 05 as 'o quantity and quality. 

Jalap is almost entirely neglected and the 
quotations of 50@35c are merely nominal. 

Sarsaparijla has been in better request. 
Some business has been done in Mexican, all 
the recent arrivals amounting to 100 bales 
having been sold at full prices. The receipts 
of late have been composed chiefly of in- 
ferior root and this is assigned as a reason for 
the comparatively low quotations. Prices

Production of Bromine. 


The manufacture of bromine in the United 
States dates from 1846 when Dr. David Alter 
began to make this chemical at Freeport, Pa. 
He stopped marufacturing ten years laterand 
for anotber ten years no bromine waa pro- 
duced here. In 1866 two more attcmpts were 
made to re-establish the industry but they 
were also abandoned in 1871 and 1874 respec- 
tively. These facts are guthered from a his- 
tory of the business which appeared in the 
last issue of the Engineering and Mining Jour- 
nal which adde: 

Works were begun at Canal Dover, O., in 
1871, which bave con inued in operation to the 
present time. The districts in which bromine 
is tow commercially produced are Pomeroy 
and the Tuscarawas Valiey, in Ohio, western 
Pennsyivania, West Virginia and Michigan. 
Of these the Pomeroy and West Virginia re- 
gions are the must important. 

Bromine isa valuable bye-product of the 
salt induatry, occurring in the form of bro- 
mides in the bittern. It is prepared from the 
latter.by the addition of sulphuric acid, form- 
ing bydrobromic acid, and an oxidizing agent 
—potaseium chlorate or manganese binoxide. 

The proportion between the bromides and 
salt differs in different localities; at Canal 
Dover, in the Tuscarawas Valley, O., from 1877 
to 1887, both years inclusive, there were pro- 
duced 222,669 pounds of bromine and 259.330 
barrels of salt, or about six pounds of bro- 
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tine to seven barréls of salt. In the Pomeroy 
Gistrieét the proportion was one pound of bro- 
mine té two barrels of salt. 

More than two-thirds of all the bromine 
made is used in the manufacture of sodium 
and potassium bromide fot medicinal pur- 
roves and photography, while the remainder 
is used in aniline colors. Attention Is now 
directed to the great efficiency and value of 
bromive as a disinfectant. 

The production in the United States in 1882 
was 250,000 pounds; in 1683 it was 301,100 
pounds ; in 1884. 281,100; in 1485, 310.000, Ia the 
early part of the last year, the price of bro- 
mine had faHen to 25 cents per pound, when a 
combination of all the producers, the Na- 
tional Bromine Co. was formed,and the entire 
product of the country pooled and sold by 
one agency. Owing to this comt ination the 
price rose steadily from 25 cents to #) cents in 
April and to 33 cents before the close of the 
year. It was in that year, also, that Micbi- 
gun first began the manufacture of 
bromine. At Midiand County, an is- 
solated system of wells yields bittern 
containing 4°°% bromine, which is now 
worked, and produces about one-eighth of the 
e@utire product of the couatry. Prior to this, 
attempts to work Michigan mines had been 
ugsuccessful, bromides being present in too 
small amount, 

In 1886 the production amounted to 428,334 
pounds. In May, 1887, many of the bromine 
manufacturers ceased operations temporarily 
on account of the duliness of the trade and 
accumulations of stock, but the production 
for the year amounted to 199,087 pounds, The 
average price was heid at 21 cents. The same 
price continued in (888, in which year the 
product increased to 307.336 pounds. 


The use of bromine as a disinfectant as- 
sumed a more important output in 1889 than 
e: er before in this country, 6,8/0 pounds being 
used at Johnstown after the flvod. The produc- 
tion of bromine for the year 1889 is estimated 
to have been 250,000 pounds, valued at $92,5'0, 
three-fifths of this amount coming from the 
Ohio ard West Virginia region. The price, 
which was controlled by the combination of 
producers, was further increased, and, in 1889, 
averaged from 37 to 88 cents per pound. 

In 1890 the estimated production of bromine 
in the Uni'ed States has been as follows: 
Michigan, 40,000Ds; Pennsylvania, 70,0003; 
Obic and West Virginia, 200,U00Ds; total, 310,- 
00 bs; valued at $147,250. The price remained 
steady at from 37@33c per pound during the 
year. The consumption of pyrolusite in the 
manufacture of this amount of bromine is es- 
timated at from 400,100 to #U,(00Ds, from 1% 
to 2s of pyrolusite being required 
for ex#eh pound of bromine produced. 
The binoxide ef manganese is used as 
the oxidizing agent in the manufac- 
facture of bromine by nearly all the pro- 
ducers of the United States with the excep- 
tion of those fn Michigan. The high 
percentage of calcium chloride in the salines 
of the Jatter state makes potassium chlorate 
preferable asthe oxidizing agent, since it re- 
quires Jess sulphuric acid and thus avoids the 
heavy precipitate of calcium sulphate. 

During the calendar year 1886, 44,189 pounds 
of bromine, valued at $1208, and in 1887, 
64,807 pounds, valued at $16,216, were imported 
into the country. There have been no other 
importations before or since, so far as known. 
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Quinine and Cinchona in British 


India. 


In our issue of June 9, 1888, says the Chemist 
and Druggist, we gave an account of the pro- 
cess for manufacturing sulphate of quinine 
then newly inaugurated by the Indian Gov- 
ernment upon some of their cinchona estates. 
Furtker details of this process are now made 
publicin Mr. Lawson’s report on the Indian 
Government cinchona plantations. Toat re- 
port deals with tke quinine factory at Nadu- 
vatam, in the Nilgiri district. The modus 
operandi followed at Naduvatam is practi- 
cally the same as that published about two 
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years ago; hence, although the account is re- 
peated in the present report, it does not add, 
and could not be expected to add, much to 


our knowledge. Some wrinkles have evi- 
dently been gained by experience. The bark 
is no longer powdered 80 fine as It was at first, 
a No. 64 sieve having proved sufficient for the 
purpore, instead of the No. 130 one first em- 
ployed. The proportions of cinchona powder, 
alkali and kerosene have also been slightly 
modified, the present formula being to place 
20U Ibs. of powdered bark in a cylindrical vat 
with 100 gallons of water holding 14 lbs, of 
caustic soda in solution, adding to this 
a mixture of 9% gallons paraffine and 
24 gallons fusel oil, and agitating for three 
hours witha revolving paddle. The subse- 
quent process of drawing off the oil into 
which the alkaloids have been incorporated, 
dissolving out the latter by means of water 
acidulated with sulphuric acid, filtering the 
acid liquor through charcoal, crystallizing 
out the sulphate of quinine, and drying the 
crystals, is all substantially the same as when 
described eighteen months ago. The bark 
now used for manufacturing purposes ut 
Naduvatam is a mixture of branch, stem, and 
root of Cinchona Officinalis. It has an alka- 
loidal value of 3°02 per cent. quinine, 1°01 per 
cent. cinchonidine, 0°14 per cent. quinidine, 
0°24 per cent. cinchonine, and 0°30 per cent. 
amorphous, Its equivalent in quinine sul- 
phate is 4.06 per cent. The factory has had to 
struggle with a good many adversities before 
it was able to work without interruption on a 
large scale. The manufactory was started at 
Naduvatam in June, 1889, but it took four 
months to train the native workmen to their 
task. This work accomplished, it was found 
ghat the loss of the costly fusel oil was so great 
as seriourly to hamper the working of the pro- 
cess, and the manufacture had to be suspended 
until February, to admit of the erection of a 
still for recovering the fusel oi). Just as 
everything was ready to start, influenza broke 
out at Naduvatam, and all the native work- 
men ran away to their homes in Mysore, a 
fresh squad having to be engaged and drilled. 
Finally, the steam engine was found inade- 
quate for its work, and the plant had to under- 
go a thorough alteration. All obstacles, how- 
ever, were ultimately overcome, and since the 
end of May of last year the factory is in full 
working Order. The cost of manufacturing 
the first batch of 227 Ibe. sulphate of quinine 
was 3,915.12 rupees, or 17.4 rupees per Ib., equal 
to about Is. 6d per oz. Ittook 6,000 lbs of bark 
to obtain that quantity of sulpaate of quiaine. 
The value of the bark was 3,626 rupees; fuel, 
chemicals, and the cost of plant amounted to 
205 rupees; and for labor only 84 rupees, or 
less than one-third of a penny per oz. of qui 
pine, is charged. It is, therefore, not likely 
that the Indian Government quinine will do 
much injury to the sale of the European 
article in the Eust, even if it should ever at- 
tempt to enter into serious competition with 
the latter. But as the Naduvatam factory is 
only estimated to turn out the comparatively 
insignificant total of about 65,(00 oz. per an- 
pum, tbere is not much chance of that. 
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Added to Mr. Lawson's report on quinine 
manofacture is a statement by-Mr. D. Hooper 
on the progress of the Government planta. 
tions during the year under review, wich 
contains some interesting notes on the exper* 
iments on the artificial incretise Of the sika~ 
toidal value of cinchonas. Sthce 1898 a’valti- 
able series of experiments on the effect of 
manuring on the different species of cinchona 
bas been inaugurated, and the result has been 
to prove that the application of ammon'‘gcal 
manure, such as cattle, stable and poonac, to 
cinchonas is always attended with a profitable 
outturn of a larger quaatity of richer bark, 
especially on young and fast-growing species, 
as Succiruvras, Ledgers. ani Hybrids, avd 
that the agents emp!»yed act. more energeti- 
caily upon younger trees than older ones and 
upon the fast growing trees just mentioned 
than that on the slow-growing officinalis. It 
remained to be proved whether the action of 
fertilizing agents for a longer period on 
officinalis trees would be attended with remu- 
nerative results, and what effect they would 
have upon moesed and renewed barks. 


In order to elucidate this rroblem carefu 
experiments were made with ten officinalis 
trees at Dodabetta. Four of these were 
eleven-year-old trees and six twenty-one- 
year-old trees. The manures used were bope 
meal, fish, lime and: cattie manures. 
pound of the bone meai manure or 2% Ibe. 
of fish mannre were used to each tree, but the 
quantity of the other manures employed is 
not stated, Of the eleven-year-old natural 
officinalis trees, the one manured with bone 
meal yielded 5°78 per cent of total alkaloid 
and an equivalent of 495 per cent of sulphate 
of quinine. That manured with fish afforded 
respectively 6°82 and 5°94 per cent, while from 
lime and cattle manure 5°68 and 5°19 per cent., 
and from bone meal and cattle A°S7 and 536 
per cent. respectively were obtained. The 
results obtained from the twenty-one year 
old trees, were as follows: Renewed bark; fish 
manure; 8°2! per cent. total alkaloid, 8°43 per 
cent. sulphate 702 per cent. sulphate of quin- 
ine. Mossed bark: fsb manure, 661 and 697 
per cent.; bone meal 7°48 and 7°02 per cent. re3- 
pectively. Natural bark: fish manure 6°14 and 
5°34 per cent.;bone meal, 7°38 and 6°85 per cent, 
refpectively. 

All these are exceedingly good barks, when 
compared with the natural crown bark, con- 
taining an average of 8 per cent. of quinine 
when grown in the same situation without 
manure. The fish manure. especially ‘tas 
raised the amount of quinine to @ consider- 
erable extent in the baras to which it wasap- 
plied. In the present critical state of the oin- 
chona industry such experience must be of 
considerable value to planters.

In several instances rather an easier 
tone is noticeable, and in one or two cases. 
values show a reduction from a week ago. 

Aniline colors have sold in the customary 
jobbing manner, but the market has been ab- 
solutely without feature and values are un- 
changed from a week ago. Salts and oil con- 
tinue firm in tone and advices recieved ov 
Monday reported that the condition of affairs 
abroad pointed to higher figures. There are 
still buyers, however, who secm perfectly 
willing to enter contracts for supplies at pre- 
sent prices in any quantity, fecling assured 
that a lower figure of value will prevail. The 
demand in the home market has not been out 
of the ordinary. 

Alizarine—Nothing of any moment has 
changed hands since we last wrote, the de- 
mand being of a small jobbing character. 
Prices continue at previous figures and are 
ruling barely steady. 

Bichromate of Potash—Dealers report rather 
an increase in the inquries and there have 
been several who were apparently anxious to 
make contracts at present prices. Values are 
still quoted at 19¢ with no apparent prospect 
of an immediate chaage. Bichromate of soda 
has been without animation and unchanged 
in price. 

Cutch—The market has been decidedly in- 
active and values to a degree have been 
merely nominal. The situation was firmer 
early in the week but owing to late arrivals 
arather easier feeling has prevailed aud the 
future of the market will depend entirely 
upon the attitude of the holders of these lots 
The shipments from Calcutta are still light, It 
is not possible to record any sales of import-

Dextrine—The home market Las not changed 
to any particular extent although the offers 
at 544c do not seem as free as when we last 
wrote, there are however, lots still cbtainable 

this figure. The demand has not been out 
of the ordinary, being strictly jobbing in 
character. The foreign market continues 
bigh, with nothing of fresh interest reported 
bowever. 

Divi, Divi—The market has continued and 
small lots have sold at $65. Dealers however 
continue to express the belief that lower 
figures will prevail in the near future or upon 
the arrival of fresh supplies. At the moment 
however this is merely problematival,the spot 
stock being exceedingly limited. 

Dyewood.—The market for stickwood con- 
tinues to rule with firmness, and advices re- 
ceived on Monday from the primary markets 
gave no indication that a lower range of values 
would prevail for some time at least. During 
the week there were sales of 2,00 tons Port 
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de Paix wood to arrive at prices in the neigh- 
borhood of $34, the lots being nearby. Confi- 
dence is stillexpressed by the extract manu- 
facturers, that there will be a reduction of 
prices ere long, owing to their belief that 
there will be comparatively free arrivals in 
the near future. It it merely a continuation 
of the difference of opinion that has exist-d 
for a considerable length of time, between 
the importers and the manufacturers of ex- 
tract and tim: alone will tell which of the 
two were correct in their surmises. Ex- 
tracts are still selling at low prices, the de- 
mand being of moderate jobbing proportion, 

Gambier —The market would not appear 
particularly strong at the moment althouzh 
an effort was made during the week to bring 
prices up. It did not succeed however, owing 
apparently to the fact that there was a con 
siderable stock avai able at this port and Bos- 
ton, say. 20,000 bales, and when an inquiry 
was made for parcels,plenty of anxious sellers 
were found who were desirous of realizing on 
their holdings. There were no shipments from 
Singapore during the last half 9f December. 
The arrivals from London continue to unset- 
tle the market,and during D-cember some 
7,000 bales arrived at Boston, Philadelphia and 
this port, which did not appear on the stutist- 
3 published on the first of the month. As 
this has been the case during the greater part 
of last year however, it can scurcely be 
called a new feature Values are rul- 
ing at 4%@5c, and probably 500 bales 
have changed hands within the range.

Madras and Manila indigo has heen 
quiet and unchanged.

The Melting Point of Paraldehyde, 


BY P. W. SQUIRE. 

In the Chemist and Drugyist of December 13, 
}@,inacriticism on the new Addendum to 
the Pharmacopceia, excertion is taken to the 
wording of ome of the tests in terms which 
show that some misunderstanding exists on 
the subject. 

Paraldehyde, like oil of anise and many 
other liquids, may be cooled without agita- 
tion toa temperature far below its real freez- 
jog point, and then may suddenly set intoa 
solid mass, the temperatuae at the same time 
risingto the melting point of the crystals, 
providing that the reduction of temperature 
bas not been carried so far that the heat 
erolved during so.idification is insufficient to 
raise the mags to its initial melting point. If, 
however, the liquid be stirred while it is cool- 
ing, or a paraldehyde crystal be dropped into 
the liquid while just at its crystallizing point, 
then the freezing point of the liquidand the 
melting point of the crystals will almost co- 
incide, 

The melting point of “absolute” paralde- 
byde does not seem to have been determined 
with any degree of certainty, as the generally 
accepted figure, 51° F. (10°S° C.), is too low. 
The melting point of the crystals obtainable 
from various samples appears to be modified 
bythe presence of impurities in the liquid 
from which they are crystallized. Two years 
ago the best commercial sample examined in 
ourlaboratory began to crystaliize at 50° F., 
but was not wholly solid above 48°, this latter 
being also the temperature to which the ther- 
mometer suddenly rose after the liquid had 
been cooled below its freezing point and then 
itirred. Several other samples showed no 
tign of solidification above 44° F., and obvi- 
ously contained both aldehyde and acid. We
